Nationalists, During the ceremony the Clan- 
na-Gael Guards were in line in front of the 
monument, and in the front rank stood Mar- 
tin Barke in uniform.. A photograph of the 
group was taken, One day Detective Collins 
of thé Central Station saw a copy of it hang- 
ing ih a“ South Side saloon. He secured it 
and poung Carlson and others recognized 
Burke as one of the men active in the proceed- 
ings preliminary to the murder, and as the 
companion and intimate of Coughlin and 
other’ accused. 

Burke was arrested in Winnipeg Sunday, 
June 16, 1889. A long legal fight followed to 
prevent his extradition. He was finally 
brought to Chicago, however, and placed on 
trial for the murder of Dr. Cronin, in com- 
pany with Beggs, Dan Coughlin, P. O’Sulli- 
van, and Kunze, and was sentenced to Joliet 
for life. During the trial it was charged that 
Burké was responsible for the killing of a 
man On the North Side. He and another man 
left a wedding late one night, there was no 
one else with them, and the man was never 
seen alive afterwards. 

The Part Burke Played. 

The, part that Martin Burke took in the 
erime may be traced from a résumé of the 
case: 

Dr. Cronin roomed with the Conklin family 
at No, 470 North Clark street in 1889. He had 
been an active worker in the cause of Irish 
liberty and incurred the enmity of certain fac- 
tions of the Irish cause because he threatened 
to expose some of their financial methods. 
They decided he should die and reported that 
he was a British spy. 

A man driving a white horse called at the 
residence, presented a card of O'Sullivan, the 
iceman, and drove the Doctor away, presum- 
ably on professional business. Dr. Cronin was 
never aferward seen alive by his friends. A 
body was found in a manhole at Fifty-ninth 
place and Eavnston avenue which was identi- 
fied as that of Dr. Cronin. The Carlson cot- 
tage was discovered soon after. The key of 
the trunk in which the body was conveyed to 
the manhole was found in the cottage and evi- 
dence showed the doctor had been murdered 
there. Then came arrests of O' Sul 
livan, Coughlin, and Woodruff, the horse- 
thief. Following that it was learned 
that Williams, alias Cooney the Fox,“ and 
Martin Burke had left the Carlson cottage the 
day of the murder. Cooney: could not be 
found, Burke was caught in Winnipeg. 

Late in 89 Burke, with O'Sullivan, Cough- 
lin, Beggs, and Kunze were placed on trial. 
Beggs was acquitted, Kunze was given three 
years, and the others life penalties. Now 
O'Sullivan, Beggs, and Burke are dead. 
Kunze was released and the only figure in the 
great tragedy still in the penitentiary is 
Coughlin. 


ONE RELATIVE AND FEW FRIENDS. 


Burke Lived His Life in This City Alone— 
Seemingly Strong Constitution. 

“Martin Burke had but one relative in this 
country, said a prominent Clan-na-Gael who 
was closely identified with the accused in the 
Cronin murder case. “She was an old aunt 
who at the time of the trial lived at Sedg- 
wick and Erie sureets. I forget her name 
just now. It was Toffin or Tobbin or some- 
thing like that. She was never known much 
to the public. At her house Martin Burke 
spent many leisure moments. There he met 
congenial spirits and they talked over mat- 
ters in which their interests ran together. I

W.S. Forrest has been to see 
him several times, and Daniel Donohue, his 
special attorney, has also paid him visits. A man 
named Conway of Chicago, who is variously 
styled as his cousin and brcther-in-law, has 
been his only regular visitor. Mr: Conway 
was telegraphed that Burke was dead and left 
last night on the 11:30 Alton train to take 
charge of the remains. The funeral will be 
held in Chicago, Mr. Conway ‘says. 


SAYS HE WAS- WORKED TO DEATH. 


Attorney Forrest Uses Strong Language 
Regarding Burke’s Sudden End. 

‘*Martin Burke was worked to death in the 
penitentiary, said Attorney W. S. Forrest 
when seen at his home, No. 3264 Groveland 
avenue, last night. Burke was put in the 
cooper-shop and given work to do for which 
he was absolutely unfitted. The man was driven 
todeath ; worked until hedropped. The warden 
knew Burke was being slowly ground to death 
in that cooper shop, and was, I believe, ready 
enough to put him at easier work, but that he 
feared a howl of favoritism would be raised 
by those interested in the prosecution. I am 
not so much surprised at Burke’s death 
as that he did not dig before. He 
was a consumptive, any way, and that 
penitentiary is about as tough on a man’s 
lungs as a place can be, I heard the doctor of 
the penitentiary say once: ‘If there’s a 
scratch on a man’s constitution the old insti- 
tution will find it out and develop it.’ 

“No, I did not see Burke just 
before he died. As a matter of fact 
I have not seen Burke since September 
and have not held communication with 
him for quite as long. Had I known how 
sick a man he was I would have gone down to 
see him, but as it is, perhaps, it is quite as 
well I didn’t. That sounds a hard thing to 
say, but I mean it in this way: Suppose 
I had gone down a few days ago and 
seen Burke, and he had died, as he did 
without making any statement, every 
man interested in the prosecution 
would now be declaring that I had infiu- 
enced Burke, and had prevented him from 
making a confession. That’s the way it went 
when O'Sullivan died, but this time they have 
no chance. 

“T never expected Burke to make any state- 
ment, for what could the poor fellow say be- 
yond reiterating his former protestation of 
innocence. That Burke was innocent I am 
convinced and that I cculd have cleared him, 
had he lived, I am sure. He was convicted 
pufely on circumstantial evidence, and the 
circumstantial evidence was badly prejudiced 
at that. No official notice of Burke’s deatn 
has reached me yet, but I have heard tonight 
that he asked thatishould take care of his 
body. IL need not say how cheerfully I will 
perform for him this last service.

FOR HIS INAUGURAL. 


GOV.-ELEOT ALTGELD IS PREPAR- 
ING HOME RULE DOCTRINE.” 


He Believes That COhicago’s Charter 
Should Be Amended—Gas and Street 
Car, Plants Should Be City Property— 
A Non-Partisan Police Force—Piaua to 
Put the Convicts at Read Work 
Scheme to Abolish the State Board of 
Equalization. — | 

John P. Altgeid, the Democratic Governor- 
elect of Illinois, fled from the city some days 
ago to escape the importunities of the office- 
seekers and to devote some attention to the 
subject matter of his inaugural message. 

It 18 no secret that Mr. Altgeld proposes to 
make this message a state paper of coasider- 
able 1mportance, embodying many of his 
views and theories of government and of 
economics. He will dwell especially on the 
government of cities, alluding in passing 
to the modern tendency to great aggregations 
of people in commercial and industrial 
centers. That will lead him to a discussion 
on the government of Chicago, about which 
| he entertains strong views. 

Like his friend, Mr. Dreyer, he at first 
entertained the idea that Chicago 
ought to have an entirely new charter. The 
discussions growing out of Mr. Dreyer’s pro- 
posals in this respect have convinced him, 
that anew charter is an impossibility. It 
could be secured only through amendment of 
the Constitution, and that is a slow, tedious, 
and difficult process, Ihe Governor-elect has 
now fallen in witb the idea that the charter 
must be amended. He believes that the city 
should operate its own ges plant. He will 
favor an amendment of the charter to permit 
that. He also favors the city’s ownership of 
street car lines, but the difficulties iu the way 
of such ownership are almost insurmounta- 
ble. Mr. Altgeld has, it is said, spent many 
weary hours in an attempt to solve the prob- 
lem. 

Non-Partisan Police Force. 

The Governor-elect believes in a non-par- 
tisan police. He wants Chicago’s charter so 
amended as to secure such a body. But he has 
not yet formulated his plan. He has, it is 
said, thought of recommending the appoiut- 
ment of a Board of Commissioners by the 
courts for an investigation of charges and 
abuses and the appointment of a superintend- 
ent by the Mayor of the city, to hold office 
during good behaviour and efficiency, subject 
to removal by the board on written charges 
after public investigation, He would make 
the Mayor’s term three years. But this plan 
may yet be abandoned for something more 
practical. 

And this has led up to the consideration of 
another problem. Mr. Altgeld believes that 
the revenue of the city is insufficient for munic- 
ipal purposes. He would but for the consti- 
tutional limitation favor the increase of the 
bonded indebtedness, believing that the future 
should pay for improvements of the present 
which will last beyond the present. But he 
recognizes that there is little chance of break- 
ing down the constitutional limitation on in- 
debtedness. He favors au increase in taxa- 
tion. He favors such an increase by indirect 
methods. He would have the assessments in- 
creased. Tothat end he would abolish the 
township system in cities of over 100,000 in- 
habitants, or, say, in counties of the same 
population, and provide for the election of a 
county assessor. He believes that in this way 
the assessment would be increased to such an 
extent that under the 2 per cent statu- 
tory clause sufficient money could 
be raised for all municipal purposes, includ- 
establishment of municipal gas works 
increased police force. Ihe Governor 
elect also favors a radicai reform in the sys- 
tem gnd in the law of special assessments, 
ana he will say so. 

It is intimated also that he will favor a con- 
solidation of the three Chicago park systems 
under one board to be appointed by the 
Judges, as the South Park Comunissioners are 
now by the Circuit Judges. The appoint- 
ment of any ciass of municipal. officers by the 
Governor is contrary to Mr. Altgeld’s Demo- 
cratic hoine rule ideas. 5 

Perplexing Convict Labor Question. 

But by far the most perplexing question 
with which Mr. Altgeld has to deal is that of 
convict labor. Under the constitutional 

“amendment the contract system will pass out 

of existence in a short time and the contracts 
cannot be renewed. The labor of the con- 
victs cannot be employed by the State in 
manufacturing because the product would 
come in competition with that of free labor. 
Something must be done to keep the convicts 
employed, and those near to Gov.-elect Alt- 
geld say he has probably solved the question 
by making up his mind to use his best ef. 
forts in the way of improving the roads of 
the State with stone crushed by convicts. The 
idea seems to be to establish convict camps 
where the limestone will be quarried and 
broken up, thus rendering it easy of distribu- 
tion. 

Mr. Altgeld is also considering a recom- 
mendation to the Legisiature for the abolition 
of the State Board of Equalization, and the 
delegation of its powers already conferred by 
law on asimilar body composed of the Auditor 
of State, the Secretary of State, and the 
Attorney-General. The State Board of Equali- 
zation is the creature of statutory law, not of 
the Constitution, as many suppose. The same 
power that created the board can unmake it. 
and it is definitely known that Mr. Altgeld 
has about made up his mind to act in the line 
above indicated, believing that the present 
method of equalizing taxes is unwieldy and 
calculated to arrange one section of the State 
against another. He thinks that great good 
could be accomplished by the suggested 
amendment, and will, it is thought, unques- 
tionably recommend it. 

To Consolidate the Boards. 


Mr. Altgeld thinks, moreover, there are too 
many State boards, composed of salaried office- 
holders. He would like to abolish or consoli- 
date all the boards of the penal and charitabie 
institutions, and place their affairs 
under the control of a commission 
of five or seven men appointed 
by the Governor. He has not, up to this time. 
formulated his idea on this question, but 
enough is knoWn to warrant the statement 
that at some time or other during the coming 
session of the Legislature he will by message 
indicate clearly his belief, as outlined in the 
foregoing. 

The Governor-elect has no idea of abridg- 
ing or diminishing the powers of the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission; The terms of 
office of the Commissioners expire with the 
convening of the Legisiature, and those who 
know Mr, Altgeld best say he will relieve him- 
self of the importunities of office seekers by 
naming a new Railroad Board.as speedily as 
possible. One of the members, it is said, ill 
be Mr. Cantrali of Benton, Franklin County, 
who, at Mr. Altgeld’s solicitation, came to 
Chicago during last summer, and took charge 
of the details of Judge Altgeld’s personal cam- 
paign. 

Alfred Orendorf of Springfield is regarded as 
reasonably certain of appointment for the 
second place on the board. Mr. Orendorf is a 
lawyer of good standing, in high favor with 
his party, and enjoys agood reputation among 
the people who know him, 

Many of tne Cook County Democrats are 
supporting Thomas Gahan for the third place. 
This man’s long experience in and around the 
Union Stock-Yards, added to his business 
qualifications, renders him an exceedingly 
22 candidate.

Murder and Suicide in a State 
Street Lodging House. 

A man named Morris cut Charles O’Neill’s 
throat at Harvey & McGuire’s lodging house, 
No. 451 State street, yesterday, and then 
drew the knife across his own neck. Both 
will probably die. Morris acted peculiarly 
and is supposed to be crazy. He claimed to 
be a laborer at the World’s Fair grounds: 
O'Neill was a stranger to Morris. He 
chanced to be the first person Morris saw 
after the homicidal mania came upon him. 
O'Neill was bending over a washstand when, 
Morris slipped up behind him barefooted. 
Before he could move or make any 
outery O'Neill felt a knife drawn 
across his throat.

He was in the habit of awalzng in the middle 
of the night and rapping upon the door of his 
room. The clerk thought that Morris had 
been a telegraph operator at .one time, as the 
rappings seemed to have some system. O’Nvill 
was a waiter by occupation, but had beea out 
of work some time. He had told some of the 
men around the place that his mother lived in 
Marshalltown, Ia. 


SELLING MORE WHISKY THAN EVER. 


Recent Earnings of the Trust Said to Be 
the Largest in Its History. 

J. B. Greenhut and 8. Woolner, whisky 
trust iaagnates, were at the Grand Pacific 
yesterday on their way to New York to attend 
the quarterly meeting of the trust. ' 

A larger dividend than the last one will 
be declared,” said Mr. Greenhut, “but I 
could not undertake to forestall 
the action of the board in say- 
ing what the amount will be. 
The earnings of the trust for the past few 
months have been the largest in its history. 
We have never sold so many goods. The agi- 
tation for an increased tax has perhaps in- 
duved dealers to stock up liberally, but wheth- 
er or not this accounts for the demand it cer- 
tainly has been surprisingly large.“ 

Mr. Woolner, speaking of the. activity of 
whisky trust certificates in the stock market, 
said the advance in values was due to the 
prosperity and fine earnmgs of the trust. He 
predicted yet higher prices. 

Prorm, III., Dec. 9.—[ Special. I— The 
whisky trust is rapidly pushing prices up. An 
additional raise of 10 cents per gallon on alco- 
hol: and five centa on spirits and rectified 
goods has been ordered, to take effect imme-

‘HIS ACCOUNTS SHORT. 


LUOIUS WEINSOHENK FLEES FROM 
HIS MANY OREDITORS. 


Extravagant Modes of Life and a Generous 
Disposition Bring Trouble to a Bright 
Young Hebrew Lawyer—His Partners 
Allege a Deficit of $2,500, and the Total 
Shortage Reaches $20,000 or More— 
Prominent in Society Circles—Has Prob- 
ably Gone to Mexico or the Southwest. 

Lucius Weinschenk, a bright young lawyer 
and society leader, is a fugitive. 

He was a member of the firm of Byam, 
Weinschenk & Hirschl, prominent Hebrew 
lawyers. He was extravagant and fashiona- 
ble, popular and generous, and almost every 
select Hebrew association in the city numbers 
Lucius Weinschenk among its members. He 
was Secretary of the Sinai Congregation, of 
which Dr. Hirsch is rabbi, and he it was who 
led the grand march at the Hebrew charity 
ball a year ago. 

He is probably in the City of Mexico today 
fleeing from the consequence of business ir- 
roche amounting to $20,000, as esti- 
mated to date, though they m reatly ex- 
ceed that figure. * 1 

The facts as given out by his partner, Hir- 
schl, are as follows: 

Last Saturday Mr. Weinschenk left Chi- 
. cago, ostensibly to attend to some business 
for the firm at La Porte, Ind., and to return 
the saine evening. He did not return when he 
said he would, but nothing was thought of it 
by the other members of the firtn until Monday 
when they were startled at receiving a telegram 
dated New Orleans, in which he said he would 
be back the next day. Though greatly sur- 
prised at the receipt of the message, his part- 
ners did not suspect the truth, as they knew 
he had relations in that city and supposed his 
visit there was ali right. Thursday, however, 
the truth was made known to them when 
Meier Weinschenk, the father of the young 
lawyer, went to the office and showed to 
Mr. Byam and Mr. Hirschl a letter 
addressed to his parents in which he con- 
fessed all and represented himself in a most 
repentant way for causing them the grief his 
conduct would entail. 

Tried to Protect the Poor. 

The effects of Weinschenk remaining 1n the 
office were examined and everything was found 
to be arranged to show deliberation in his 
flight. In one envelope was a bill of sale of 
his library to a poor widow with two children 
who had intrusted him with all she 
had—$4,800. The bill of sale was 
to indemnify her. Another package con- 
tained a deed to some lots on Cregier 
aveuue to indemnify another widow from 
whom he had received $6,000. There was an- 
other deed in which he conveyed two lots in 
Englewood to his bondsman as guardian for 
aminer named Roddotz, of whose money 
Weinschenk had used $2,600, 

At first Mesars. Byam and Hirschl were in- 
clined to attach the property to indemnify 
themselves, but when they considered the 
matter more fully they decided that Wein- 
schenk had endeavored to save from loss those 
who could least afford it, and his partners 
generously respected his intentions. They 
had the deeds recorded without delay and sent 
for the widow, to whom the bill of sale was 
made, that she might take possession of the 
library. 

Weinschenk was short in his accounts with 
his firm $2,500 so far as can be learned by Mr. 
Hirschl. 

A number of Hebrew societies, it is said, 


Andrew L. Hirschl was found in his home, 
No. 5326 Cornell avenue, Hyde Park. He was 
busy in his library examining the books of 
the firm when the reporter for Taz Tripunz 
called. 

I may as well tell you the whole truth,” 
he said. My partner, Lucius Weinschenk, 
has fled, leaving his accounts in bad shape— 
with adeficit of about $20,000 as far as we 
can learn. 0 

Had Faith in Him. 

„Mr. Weinschenk attended to all of the 
commercial business for the firm. Iam in 
court all of the time and so is Mr. Byam, who 
is also a trial lawyer, so we left all of the of- 
fice business to him. We had the most im- 
plicit faith in his integrity of course, and 
never suspected anything wrong until re 
cently, when a second and a third letter would 
come from some client asking about a case 
which would come to my notice, but he would 
explain it away by saying he had neglected 
the matter. Thus he would retain collections 
* never answer either the one remitting or 

client. He obtained in this way over 
$2,500. If it does not go much higher we will 
not lose anything directly, as there are 
enough fees outstanding to meet his deficit. 
The greatest loss we will suffer is the damage 
he has done to our business. I paid $5,000 to 
be admitted to the firm a year and a half ago, 
and you see that we may lose a good deal by 
injury to the reputation of the firm. 

It was a great surprise, not tu say a shock 
to us, when the truth became known, and 
while I am telling of his faults and tho injury 
he has done me let me say that he was one of 
the biggest-hearted men lever knew. Why, 
we found over $6,900 of worthless notes in his 
desk. Notes he must have known were worth- 
less when he gave the money on them, but he 
did not know how to say no to a friend. He 
is a victim of his own extravagance and gen- 
erosity, but he is bright and a good lawyer 
and may retrieve himself yet. 

„In addition to what the firm will lose by 
Mr. Weinschenk’s actions I am his security 
on a bona fur $500 which he has given as the 
Treasurer of one of the societies to which he 
belonged.”’ 

Weinschenk’s flight is accredited to his ex- 
travagance in living and neglect of business, 
He would spend money without limit, and de- 
vote his time almost wholly to social affairs, 
thus burning the candle at bothends. The 
parents of the missing lawyer arc heartbroken 
at hia conduct and refuse to be comforted. 
Weinschenk is probably in Mexico, as he 
wrote to his parents saying he would locate 
there or in the Southwest.

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TO BUILD A NEW STREET RAILWAY LINE. 


Single Fare Without Change Between the 
North and South Sides. 

The Chicago General Street railway com- 
pany has been incorporated with a capital 
stock of $3,000,000, The pames of the incor- 
porators are Lyman M, Paine, H. L. Burnett, 
and Charlies I. Hull. The object is to con- 
struct a line from the Union Stock-Yards on 
the south to Lincoln Park on the north. It is 
proposed to extend the Twenty-second street 
electric line up-town as an elevated road, and 
on the North Side the projectors say they will 
build an entire new line, thus affording 
passengers an opportunity to go between the 
North and South Side of the city on a single 
fare and without change of cars. At present 
they must ride on two separate lines and pay 
two fares. The intention is to secure a com- 
bination of the South Chicago City, Cicero 
and Proviso, Calumet, and Jefferson and 
Urban Electric roads with the Twenty-second 
street line and thus make one through line.

Hip Lung and the Bow Wow company are 
among the large investors in the Chinese 
Theater which is to be built and conducted 
next year.

CHLOROFORM KILLS ANOTHER PATIENT. 


George Norman Dies While ‘Doctors Are 
Resetting His Broken Leg. 

While doctors at the County Hospital were 
resetting George Norman's broken leg yester- 
day he expired from the effects of chloroform 
administered by them. Norman broke his 
leg some time ago, and the hospital doctors 
performed an operation, removing part of the 
bone. He did not recover as rapidly as was 
expected and it was decided to perform the 
operation, which ended in his death. He 
commenced to sink as soon as the anesthetic 
was administered and all efforts at resuscita- 
tion proved futile. Dr. E.J. Farnum gave a 
certificate indicating chloroform narcosis as 
the cause of death, but the Health Depart- 
ment refused to issue a burial permit and 
turned the case over to the Coroner. Norman 
was a laborer, 30 years of age, and lived at 
No. 154 Albany avenué,-where an inquest will 
be held at 10 o’clock this morning.

Mrs. Besant, who is on her third lecturing 
tour through this country, but is paying her 
first visit to this city, arrived at 4 p. m. unat- 
tended from Fort Wayne and was 
23 surrounded and warmly welcomed at 

Union Depot by a select coterie of Chi- 
cago — 1 among whom were George 
E. Wright, her host, President of the Chicago 
branch; Mr. and Mrs. Alpheus M. Smith, Mrs. 
Anna B. Leonard, Miss in Leonard, Al- 
fred Eury, Miss Annie M. bler, Mrs. M. 
L. Brainerd, Mrs. Julia Darling, and Mrs. 
Clara Robertson. The train was late and by 
the time Mre. Besant could be driven to Mr. 
Wright’s residence she was somewhat weary 
with her journey and the hour of lecture was 
near at hand. Still she cheerfully consented 
o devote & short time to an interview. 

My first impression ot Chicago,” she said, 
in answer to the usual imterrogatories, “‘ was 
decidediy foggy: From the length of the 
journey after I reached the city limits I was 
duly impressed with its great size, but the 
mist and gloom were in striking contrast with 
the clear and beautiful atmosphere of this 
country. They reminded me much of Bir- 
mingham. However, I am glad to be with 
vou. and on a closer view expect to have all

* There is little laughter there, either, but a 
good deal of earnest and even bitter opposi- 
tion among religious people. This opposition 
comes mainly from the Roman at holie 
Church. The ministers of the established 
church, m isolated instances, attack us, but to 
the Catholics we are a standing annoyance, 
and for a singular reason. The Catholic 
Church is built on miracle, and theosophy fur- 
nishes a rational explanation of its so-called 
miracles. The Catholics do net dread the 
Protestants, who simply deny the truth of 
these miracles, but when the theosophists 


come along, admitting the phenomena, but 


attributing them to hypnotism, the priesthood 
gets furious. For example, the stigmata 
which appear in the hands and feet of the 
mouks sometimes, and which pass for a 
divinely produced imitation of wounds 
of Christ, excite the deepest reverence. But 
when we prove incontestably that exactly the 
same phenomena are produced in Paris by 
hypnotismn the reverence vanishes. Then the 
Catholics rau at us and say that the effects of 
hypnotism are tne work of the devil.” 
* What is the theosophical doctrine of 
hypnotism and mesmerism?”’

QUASHES INDICTMENTS AGAINST CHINESE 


Decision of Judge Billings in the United 
States Circuit Caurt at New Orleans. 

New Orveans, La., Dec. 9.— Special. |— 
Judge Edward C. Billings in the United States 
Circuit Court today quashed indictments 
against several Chinese for violating the ex- 
clusion act and detined the powers ofthe gov- 
ernment officials. Said he in brief: 

The statute relied upon by the prosecuting of- 
ficers is found in the fourth section of the Act of 
Congress of May 5, 1892. That statute, it seems to 
me, deals with the coming in of Chinese as a po- 
lice matter and is the reénacting and continuing 
of what might term a quarantine 
against Chinese. They are treated as would-be 
infected merchandise and the imprisonment is 
not a punishment for a crime, but a means of 
keeping a damaging individual safely till he can 
be sent away. In a summary manner and as a 
political matter this coming in is to be prevented. 
The matter is dealt with as political and not 
criminal. e words used are those which are 
ordinarily found in criminal statutes, but the 
intent of Congress is, as it seems 
to be, unmistakable. After the lawful 
presence of the alien 1s determined, he must be 
sent back to his country by the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington. To prevent an unreasovable 
and possibly oppressive detention, it must be with- 
in one year; meanwhile he must be kept from en- 
tering the community of the people of the United 
States, and therefore heis to be imprisoned to 
prevent expense tothe government, and as a 
sanitary matter he is to be made to work. This, 
it seems to me, is the meaning af the clause relied 
upon to authorize the trial and punishment 
for a crime. 

Wasutnaton, D. C., Dec. 9.—The petition 
for the modification of the Chinese exclusion 
act was presented today by Representative 
Andrew in the House, and unanimous consent 
obtained to have the text of the petition 
printed in the Congressional Record. The pe- 
tition is signed by more than 2,500 prominent 
people of Massachusetts, and asks for the re- 
peal of the act to prohibit the coming of Chi- 
nese persons into the United States, excepting 
the first section thereof, whereby all laws now 
in force prohibiting and regulating the com- 
ing of Chinese persons into the United States 
are continued in force for a period of ten 
years from May 5, 1892. Mr. Andrew int 
duced a bill carrying out the purpose of the 
petition, and both were referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. 


WILL BEGIN CONSTRUCTION SOON. 


Mortgage Executed by the Metropolitan 
Elevated Road to Secure Its Bonds. 
The mortgage for $15,000,000 which the 
Metropolitan West Side Elevated railroad has 
been authorized to execute to Adrian Iselin 
Jr. and George G. Haven of New York is to 
secure the bonds which will be issued fora 
like amount, The bonds were subscribed for 
some time ago and were vunderwrit- 
ten by Charles Dodge & Co. of New 
York and Lee, Higginson & Co. of 
Boston. They have all deen taken. 
As soon as finished they will be turned over to 
the subscribers. They bear 5 per cent inter- 
est and will mature in 1942. The company, 
it is said, is in excellent shape, and will com- 
mence the work of constiuction soon after the 
first of the year. Rightof Way Agent Her- 
man BenZie said yesterday that four-fifths of 
the right of way between Ashiand avenue and 
Western avenue had been procured, and that 
the condemnation cases for the right of way 
for the remainder of the mile would come up 
for hearing in the courta next week. It hus 
been decided to commence construction at 
Ashland avenue and work west. East of 
Marshfield avenue the structure will be for a 
four-track road to Fifth avenue. object 
of this is to accoinmodate the two branch 
roads, one to the north and one to the south 
between Paulina and Wood streets. 
route of the main line from Fifth avenue to 
Halsted street is between Jackson and Con- 
gress streets. West of Halsted it is between 
Van Buren and Congress to Sacramento 
where a turn is made and the line continue 
west between Harrison and Flournoy streets 
to Forty-eighth street. The company has 
not, it is understood, determined upon 
the character of bridge that will be used for 
crossing the river. Several inventions are un- 
der consideration. One device submitted 
opens and closes by raising each half to a per- 
pendicuiar position. It is understood that 
me bridge can be opened or shut in eight sec- 
onds.

property and the post of Chairman of its Ex- 
ecutive committee. Drexel, Morgan & Uo,, it 
is said, had been buying up Western Union 
stock to secure control, and Mr. Morgan and 
George J. Gould were represented as having 
long and earnest conferences. Jay Gould’s 
holdings were said to be only about one-tiftn 
of the company’s stock and for capitalists like 
the Vanderbilts it would. be easy to secure the 
managemeat of the company. They were 
said to have made a bid for Russell Sage’s 
shares. The Vanderbilts used to control the 
company before Mr. Gould captured it. 

The reports were met with tha. usual denials 
from both sides. It is said that a bull pool 
was formed in Western Union in anticipation 
of the stock dividend recently declared, and 
that it has been carrying a big block of stock 
bought before the recent official vote. it being 
believed that the vote wouid carry up the 
price largely. Somebody was ready to sup- 
ply all thé stock bid for, however, and the 
gold shipments and Mr, Gould’s sickness 
helped to keep the quotatiop down. 

Another story current today was that an ef- 
fort was to be made to list Western Union 
stock in London, something which was tried 
ineffectually while Mr. Gould was alive. 

Views of the New York Papers. 

The Times’ financial report says: 

Vanderbilt control of the property is now again 
freely being taiked about, and there appears good 
reason for these statements. 

The Heraild’s financial review says: 


With respect to Western Union the street had 
nothing more definite than a vague rumor that 
the Astors were buying back into the property 


and the statement that George J. Gould was seen | 


in the office of Drexel, Morgan & Co, today. 
These seemed to constitute the foundation for the 
street conjecture that there's some deal on 
foot. Manhattan is up 2%. 

The World’s idea of the rise in Gould stock 
today is as follows: 

The Gould stocks were strong to buoyant, West- 
ern Union rising 3% to 92% and Manhattan 2% to 
133%. Final transactions were at the best figures. 
The strength of the 
lief that certain powerful capitalists are about to 
identify themselves with the properties. In the 
case of Western Union itis said that there has 
been buying in the Vanderbilt interest through 
Draxel, Morgan 4 Co., and that this firm will 
lend its influence towards having the stock listed 
on the London Stock Exchange. , Concerning 
Maahuttan the statement is made that both the 
Vanderbilts and the Metropolitan Traction com- 
pany are desirous of securing a representation on 
the board, and that with this end in view both 
are buying in the open market, besides entering 
into private negotiations for the purchase of the 
shares from large individual holders, 

Vanderbilt May Get Manhattan, 


Manhattan came in for many stories, While 
one contingent insisted that the properties 
would fall into the hands of the Vanderbilts, 
another company of talkers, perhaps equally 
as well informed, insisted that the Metropol- 
itan Traction company would be the ultimate 
owner. These traction owners have insisted 
all along that they have never made any at- 
temrt to get Manhattan and do not want it. 
This talk is taken as a buyer’s way of talking, 
and the fact that several brokers who have 
acted for the traction folks in the past in other 
properties were buyers of Manhattan today 
was regarded as clinching the assertion. 

A rumor was also started upou the fact that 
Supt. Hain of the Elevated system had paid a 
visit to W. C. Whitney; that Mr. Whitney was 
the new President of Manhattan and not 
George Gould, as announced by Russell Sage. 
Mr. Whitney is a large owner in New York 
and Northern, but it is a fact that for a long 
time the Whitney holdings in this property 
have been on the wärket for sale. 


To support the report that the Vanderbilts | 


were to get the property it was pointed out 
that it was only a matter of a few years when 
the Grand Central Depot would be abandoned 
as an initial startmg point for long distance 
trains and that the traffic would be car- 
ried on by a system of shuttle trains 
from a station beyond the Harlem River. 
In this case the control of the L system 
would not only give these railroad kings a 
valuable property in itself, but would enable 
them to use the L. service as a feeder for 
the great out-of-town traffic and at the same 
time prevent any rival road from getting hold 
of the system. The rumor is they did not 
take up Missouri Pacific during the day, and 
this Gould property was not parceled out of 
the Gould possessions in street talk. 
Gould’s Will May Not Be Filed. 

„% J have no doubt,” said Controller Myers 
today, that the will of Jay Gould will be 
filed in this county for probate. I do not be- 
lieve there is any truth in tne current report 
that ex-J udge Dillon, who was his counsel and 
who is the counsel for the executors, is con- 
tem plati filing it in Westchester County. 
It is true I said that if any attempt is made 
to file the will for probate elsewhere, I will 
have something to sayin the matter, but no 
such thing will happea, so there is not much 
use of discussing it. 


„But if it did happen, what would be your 


proceeding ?”’ 

“I would take proceedings to collect the 
tax, but just what their character would be I 
cannot say now. No man can have two real 
residences.

Meantime the will has not been filed for

We have three months’ time, and, in 
fact, we do not have to file the will at all 
unless we want to. In all probability we will 
do so,”’ 

The delay in filing the will, however, is 
causing much speculation in financial circles, 
and there is a report that there is some im- 
portant reason for withholding the document 
from the public records. There is a report on 
Wall street today that tne will is defective and 
that plans are being laid by. the lawyers to try 
and have the defects cor before the in- 
strument is offered for probate. No one has 
yet been found who knows who drew the will, 
and the names of the witnesses to the instru- 
ment have been withheld from the public. It 
is the general belicf that Mr. Gould drew the 
will himself, and the story current today is 
that there 1s some defect in the manner in 
which it is witnessed. When ex-Judge Dillon 
was asked about this report he iaughed and 
called it a nonsensical story. 

Dr. John P. Munn, who was Mr. Gould’s 
private physician, had a consultation with 
Supt. Byrnes today and the rumor is revived 
that he has heard of a plot to steal Mr. 
Gould’s body, but nothing can be learned as 
to its truth.

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PROSPEOTS OF SUOOESS. 


General Manager St. John of the Rock 
Island, on the Other Mand, Says the 
Road Is Suffering No Inconvenience— 
Officials of the Telegraphers, Switch- 
men, Conductors, and Trainmen Hold a 
Secret Conference—Other Orders of Rail- 
way Employes May Join the Strikers, 

The most important developments in the 
strike of the Rock Island railway telegraphers 
yesterday was the secret conference held at 
the Sherman House by Chief Ramsey of the 
Telegraphers, Chief Clark of the Order of 
Railway Conductors, Grand Master*Wilson of 
the Switchmen, and Grand Master Wilkinson 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen. 
The conference lasted four hours. 

Though disinclined to talk of their proceed- 
ings it was learned that among the subjects 
considered were two dispatches, one from 
Wichita stating that seven conductors were 
discharged yesterday on that division of the 
Rock Island road, the other from Denver an- 
nouncing that Rock Island trains were tied up 
there because engineers and firemen refused to 
take orders from the non-union operators who 
had taken the places of the strikers. 
Messages of inquiry were sent to these points 
by the Chiefs asking for full details. 

It is said a feeling favorable toastrike in 
sympathy with the telegraphers is gaining 
a footing among the other class of organized 
employés on the Rock “Island. The chiefs 
above named adjourned to meet again at an 
early date at the Sherman House, at which 
session the firemen and engineers will also be 
represented, 

Aside from this conference the situation was 
unchanged yesterday. Chief Ramsey of the 
strikers claimed that the great majority of the 
operators were out, that they were staying out, 
that the company was advertising for oper 
ators, that the sympathies of the other orders 
were with them, and that they vere satisfied 
with the outlook. 

General Manager St. John of the Rock 
Isiand road said that the company was in no 
way inconvenienced by the strike; that it was 
unworthy to be called a strike it was sosmall; 
that all trains were being run as usual; that 
the places of strikers had been filled; that 
many strikers had returned to work, and that 
the business of the company was undisturbed.

An ad- 
vertisement was posted outside the doors lead- 
ing into the booth announcing the auction sale 
and informing the readers that Mr. Levy 
would ‘makehis little speeches in twelve 
languages..

DETECTIVE BURT WARMLY DEFENDED. 


District Attorney "Wheeler Denies Certain 
Statements Attributed te Him. 

In Tun Trisuns of Dec. 7 appeared a dis- 
patch from Janesville, Wis., in reference to 
the murder of Mr. Daniel Stone of Fulton, 
in which there were implications that William 
H. Burt, a Pinkegton detective, was con- 
nected with the crime. An interview with 
William G. Wheeler, Distmct Attorney of 
Rock County, was also published, in whith 
that official was credited with certain state- 
ments reflecting upon Detective Burt and 
char him in effect with the murder. It is 
simple justice to Detective Burt to print the 
following letter from District Attorney 
Wheeler, received by Mr. Wilham Pinkerton: 

JANESVILLE, Wis., Dec. 8.—Mr. W. A. Pinker- 
ton, Chicago, III.— Dear Sir: Your letter of the 
7th inst. is just received. I have seen the article 
that appeared in Tux Trisune of yesterday, and 
I agree with you that if I had made the statement 
therein attributed to me it would have been a 
gross breachof courtesy towards you upon my 
part. It seems to me, however, that if you had 
1eflected apon the matter you would have been 
convinced that no lawyer would seek to throw dis- 
credit in any way upon his own witness—and one 
of his principal ones at in a prosecution yet 
unfinished; and this fact alone, it seems to me, 
must have caused you to think the state- 
poate accredited to me are without foundation in 

ac 

As a matter of fact I never stated to 
the reporter or to any one else, that I thought Mr. 
Burt was implicated in that murder in any way 
whatever and that there was nothing in the case 
that I could see upon which to find any such ac- 
cusation. 

J haye never stated to. any one that I do not 
know where he is, and the statements reflec 
upon Mr. Burt are entirely without authority 
made without my knowledge. 

Il was called upon yesterday by a reporter for 
the vey Heraid and made the same state- 
ment to him that I have just made to you. I do 
not see any account, however, in this morning’s 
issue. I have endeavored to correct the state 
ment in the evening paper at this place and in- 
close a copy to you. The article in that per, 
however. is not entirely accurate. You will observe 
that the articie quotes me as having said that some 
people believe that Burt had a hand in the case. 
The reporter asked me at that time if it was not 
believed by some people that Burt was mixed up 
in the affair. I replied to him that I had heard 
people make that statement, but that they had 
nothing upon which to base it. I said to aim 
further that none of Mrs. Stone's relatives

I appreciate your feelings in the matter, but 


can only say to you that lam not responsible in 
the sligntest degree for the statements reflecting 
upon r. Burt or your agency. The reporter 
visited the Stone neighborhood, and must have 
based his statements upon the idle gossip of the 
neighbors.

Mr. Pinkerton states that Mr. Burt has been 
in his employ for eight years, that he is sober 
and upright, and has never been charged with 
any offense, and is a man who stands high 
wherever he is known, and that so far from 
being in hiding Mr. Burt is in Chicago and 
ready to come forward at any time.

Tun City | Council at its meeting Thursday

Ir is not likely that the movement in South 
Evanston for annexation to Chicago will make 
much progress at this time. South Evanston 
by a good majority went into municipal al- 
liance with North Evanston and Rogers Park 
and the other sections of the university city 
less than a year ago. It cannot sever its con- 
nection easily at this time. In order to unite 


with the city it must have the eodperation of 


Rogers Park, which lies between it and Chi- 
cago. And it must have the consent not only 
of the City of Chicago but of a majority of the 
voters of the City of Evanston as well. It is 
not likely that that consent will be readily 
given. But all of Evanston will come in soon- 
er cr later.

Alp. Kent is to be commended for the 


promptness of his action in reference to the 
preservation of the purity of the city's water 
supply. It is quite evident, as pointed out 
yesterday, that as long as the source of any 
portion of the supply, as at the two-mile crib, 
is subject to sewage contamination and sewer 
pollution the entire supply will be more 
or less in an impure condition. The extension 
of the old tunnel two miles further into the 
lake—or two and a half miles, as suggested by 
Ald. Kent—will place the source of supply for 
that tunnel and therefore for the whole city 
beyond the reach of contamination. The City 
Engineer, to whom Ald. Kent's order is di 
rected, will, no doubt, promptly present his 
plans, specifications, and estimates to the 
Council, which ought to act on the matter 
without delay. The present. tunnel is ex- 
tended 200 or 300 feet beyond the crib. Its 
further extension 1s a simple matter and it 
will not be expensive. The net earnings of 
the Water Departuleut for three months under 
a reformed system of collections will pay for 
the whole. The extension ought to be com- 
pleted at this time next year, The sooner the 
better. 


SIX YEAR TERM FOR PRESIDENT AND 
THEN OUT. 

At the last session there was presented and 
referred to one of the House committees a 
proposition for a constitutional amendment 
to give the President a six years term and 
make him ineligible for immediate reélection. 
Though the session which began Monday 
will be a brief one, there is no reason why a 
joint resolution embodying this amendment 
should not be passed and submitted to the 
States, the Legislatures of most of which meet 
this winter, while the remainder meet a year 
hence. 

There cannot be a better time to act. Under 
existing circumstances the proposition would 
be non-partisan and impersonal. Although 
Mr. Cleveland did say when he was first nom- 
inated that he would not run for a second 
term and yet broke his promise, it is impossi- 
ble to imagine that he has or will have the 
least idea of running again in 1896. Hence 
his friends could not oppose the amendment 
even if it affected him. It should, however, 
be made to apply first to the President elected 
four years hence, and shouid not be retroact- 
ive. And in view of the manifest hostility of 
the people to third terms there need be no 
fear that Mr. Cleveland would seek to add six 
years of office to the eight he will have en- 
joyed when his present term expires. No 
party and no individual, therefore, should op- 
pose this proposition. 

The évils of the present reélective system 
are admitted by all candid men and they have 
long been perceived. In Gen. Jackson’s first 
message he urged Congress to submit to the 
States an amendment for a six years’ term 
and ineligibility. President W. H. Harrison 
strongly condemned the second term ideg in 
his message in 1841. Whigs and Democrats 
have alike demanded *a change, and the only 
Democrat of prominence who has spoken in 
defense of thesecund term principle was Buch- 
anan, whose opinions and behavior nobody re- 
spects. The system which Jackson, Harrison, 
Clay, and Webster denounced and which Buch- 
anan aione defended is not a good one to fol- 
low any longer. 

No one will deny that whoever is elected 
President wants to be reélected, except Hayes, 
who pledged himself in advance against it. 
The power and dignity of the office are such 
that he wishes to retain them as long as possi- 
ble. Naturally his first thought, soon after he 
is settled in the White House, is for a renom- 
ination. Theoretically, the way to get it is by 
giving the people so flawless and successful an 
administration that the members of his party 
will insist on his being put in the field again 
as their best representative, The practical 
way is a widely different one. Presidents, 
whether Republicans ar Demccrats, seek re- 
nomination by means of their own Federal 
officehoiders and by alliances with State 


‘bosses. One hundred and forty Federal office- 


holders from opposition States can foree a re- 
nomination, ana lately did. 0 

While the President is the nominal bead of 
his party there are numerous bosses who are 
practically independent. . The President caa- 
not command their obedience and support, 
but has to buy it. He can keep them in line 
during his term only by the gift of the Fed- 
eral patronage, and he often has to pay an ex- 
tra price to secure their support for his re- 
nomination before they would fall into line. 
What those bargains and deals were will come 


to light if Mr. Cleveland is reélected. 


The second term of a President has to be 


bosses contracted in the effort to get it. The 
officeholders and ex-officcholders who have 
schemed for his renomination have to be 
“taken care of. They may be inefficient or 
worse, but they have worked for the President 
and carried out their bargains and have 
“claims’’ on him. There were a hundred and 
forty Federal officeholders, mostly from the 
South in the Minneapolis convention, and 
ten times as many working on the outside. 
Had the man to whom they owed their offices 
been ineligible for reélection they would have 
remained at home and attended to their offi. 
cial duties.

So while a convention should be governed 
simply by a desire to select the best and 
strongest man for the Presidential office its 
choice is dictated by persons who are or have 
been officeholders, or by State bosses who 
have made satisfactory deals and bargains for 
themselves and henchmen. 

Because of these bargains a second Presi- 
dential term is generally the worst one of the 
two. It is ruined by the fulfillment of pledges 
made to “friends” who controlled votes in 
the convention. It was so in the case of Jack- 
gon and Grant. It would have been so with 
others’ had they been reélected Presidents. 
But if the term were six years and reélection 
were forbidden a President would contract 
no entangling alliances. He would not be 
under obligations to his own cfliceholders, 
and would be able to use the time spent in 
planning for a renomination and paying off 
renomination debts for the good of the people. 

Four years is too short a term. Elections 
come too frequently for the disturbance of 
business and creation of partisan rancor, and 
causing a certain amount of public demorali- 
zation by betting, extra drinking, and cor- 
rupt and profligate use of party subscriptions. 
Six years are frequent enough for the good of 
the country. And with the one term principle 
it would not be a struggle to hold or over- 
throw an administration, but a square and 
fair fight between parties and principles on 
their merits. 

Will not Congress before it adjourns give 
the people of the States a chance to pass on 
the proposed reform?

THE SILVER MINERS’ TROUBLE. 

It is reported from Denver that since silver 
fell to 90 cents per fine ounce mines bave 
closed one after another, and almost every 
day reports are received that men are dis- 
charged; also that the belief is widespread 
that if the Brussels conference be decidedly 
averse to free coinage there will be another 
heavy decline in the price of silver, with the 
result of closing half the mines which are now 


being worked. But the report also declares 


that the people of Colorado are developing 
other resources, the agricultural products of 
the State last year exceeding by several mill- 
ions the value of the entire output of gold, 
silver, and lead. They are learning the lesson 
long ago conned with advantage by the resi- 
dents of the Pacific slope, and it would be 
well for the people of some other States to 
follow the example. 

There is not the slightest reason to think 
that the Brussels conference will favor free 
coinage for silver. The most favorable prop- 
osition for the silver men that has been seri- 
ously entertained was for the buying of a rel- 
atively small quantity of silver provided it 
can be purchased under a slightly higher price 
than the 90 cents spoken of as the signai for dis- 
aster. It is not probable the alarming con- 
dition of things predicted will ensue, for the 
quoted statement is evidently made with the 
idea of creating a scare in favor of free silver 
coinage. But if the inference were correct 
the result would have to come, and the people 
must bear it, as other people have suffered in 
times past from economic changes which 
wrought greater good to a far greater num- 
ber than they. The people of the United 
States are no more bound to step in to re- 
lieve the silver miners from the legitimate 
consequences of overproduction than they 
were to take the load, pff the shoulders of the 
cotton producers in e Southern States last 
year or from those of the grain producers in 
the West who suffered terribly from low prices 
three years ago, Thereis even less reason 
than existed in those cases, for people cannot 
well get along without food and clothing. 
The consumption of large quantities of grain 
and cotton is absolutely. necessary to their 
existence, not tosay comfort. But they showed 
themselves able to get along without silver 
during most of the time the war lasted in the 
sixties, and scme of the agitators for a change 
have pointed to those as good times, a return 
to which is desirable if it can be brought 
round without the fighting. 

It is not intended by this to intimate an 
idea that the inhabitants of the United States 
would now be better off without the use of 
silver as money, but simply to set forth the 
fact that it is not so all-essential as are food 


and clothmng, and that if the people do not in- 


terpose to help the producers of grain and 


cotton there is no reason why they should 


come to the rescue of the silver men by taking 
off their hands the largest part of their product 
at a fictitiously high price. The silver pro- 
ducers have simply to admit that they are sub- 
ject to the same economic laws as govern the 
farmers of the Northand South. Under those 
laws the price of an article is determined by 
the ratio of supply to demand, and their op- 
eration is to impose a check on production 
when it has resulted in forcing down prices to 
an unremunerative level by loading the mar 
ket with more than is wanted at bigher fig- 
ures, Meanwhile the consuming public ob- 
tains the material at less cost than before, and 
the return to an equilibrium is expedited by 
the more active consumption which i is induced 
by the cheapening process. 

It matters not whether this, that, or the other 
man, party, or nation be responsible for the 
preference of gold over silver as the standard 
of money value. There can be no dispute as 
to the fact, and it looks as if the fact 1s a per- 
Silver may be used as money, 


be gauged by the amount of gold that can be 
procured in exchange for it, apd the sooner 
the silver men recognize that fact the better it 
will be for them. They have long struggled 
against it, but to no purpose. If they will 
come down from the high horse on which they 
have tried to ride roughshod over the people, 
and acknowledge a willingness to have their 
product dealt with on its real merits for use as 
money, as already it is for use in the arts, 
they will stand a chance of seeing it used on a 
more extended scale than at present. But 
even then the metal would be weak whenever 
for any considerable length of time the pro- 
duction should greatly exceed the current de- 
mand. 


THE LATEST STREET DISTURBANCE OR- 
DINANCE. 

At its last meeting the Council made what 
is known as the Morse Heat, Light, and Power 
Supply company’s ordinance a special order 
for next Monday week. This ordinance em- 
powers that company to lay in any of the 
streets or alieys it pleases conduits to contain 
wires for various elevtrical purposes. It is 
stated that this corporation has the backmg 
of a number of electric companies, some large 
and some small, which have been unable to 
make arrangements for the rental of space 
from an older conduit company, which it is 
claimed is controlled by ‘a competing eclec- 
trical concern. 

This may be so. The private statements of 
Aldermen to that effect are not sufficient, how- 
ever. The companies which are said to be at 


a disadvantage owing to existing conditions | 


should make an official statement to the 
Council of the difficulties under which they 
labor. They should state what rent has been 
demanded of them by the conduit company, 
so that it may be possibie to judge if it is un- 
reasonable. They should explain also why 


} they have not compelled the conduit com- 


ee ebe: 


its franchises. Without information on these 
points it will be impossible for the Aldermen 


| to vote 


If this ordinance ie for the ‘benefit of these 


eompanies they should make it clear also that 


the benefits they propose to confer upon the 
people—not upon their own stockholders—are 
of such a nature as to justify the Council in per- 
mitting them to begin tearing up the streets on 
a grand scale and to keep on with that destruc- 
tive work during the ensuitig spring and sum- 
mer. If they cannot show’ great advantages 
the Council shoula refuse to entertain their 
pro positions, at least until the World’s Pair 
is over. 

There is too much vagueness about this or- 
dinance, For ali that any one can tell it may 
be as speculative in its nature as the com- 
pressed air ordinance, which its owners are 
understood to be still hawking around seeking 
vainly for a purchaser. If responsible men 
want franchises from the city they should 
come out in the daylight and not act as if they 
were ashamed of themselves. Instead of 
sending agents to the homes of Aldermen to 
explain matters privately to them they should 
put down what they have to say in bleck and 
white and place it on the public records, . 

As the case stands now the Counoil should 
refuse to consider this *mysterious ordinance, 
and it cannot place its refusal on a better 
ground than that there must be no unneces- 
sary digging in the streets next year. 


THIRTY-SIX YEARS’ BEPUBLICAN RULE 
IN ILLINOIS. 

There is one passage of the address issued 
by the Republican State committee which is 
worthy of more than passing attention. It is 
that in which consideration is called to the 
fact that the rule of this State after thirty six 
years of uninterrupted Republican govern- 
ment is now turned over to the Democrats 
without a single cent of indebtedness on the 
State, with a Treasury almost overflowing, 
with State taxes reduced almost to a vanish- 
ing point, with well ordered institutions, ad- 
mirably equipped and managed, and at a time 
of great and encouraging prosperity, which 
bids fair to be long continued. How differ- 
ent that picture to the one presented thirty-six 
years ago, when the control of the State was 
wrested from an office-holding oligarchy of 
Jimmy Buchanan Copperheads, whose mis- 
management of affairs of the State was u 
growing scandal, who had plunged -: Illinois 
into debt, and whose policy was both unpro- 
gressive and unpatriotic. The prosperity of 
Illinois, its growth materially and politically, 
may be said to have begun with Republican 
rule. Since that time it has given to the Na- 
tion iis greatest statesman and its greatest 
soldier, both of whom filled the Presidential 
chair during an era of human progress in 
which Illinois shared, It contribated during 
this Republican rule to the defense of the 
Nation more than its quota in men and 
money. Its internal government. has been 
well ordered. It has been free from scandals. 
There have been no defalcations on the part 
of the officers elected by the Republicans. 
Good government, progress, and prosperity 
went hand in hand. These thirty-six years of 
Republican rule are a glory to the State and 
to the Republican party, and the State com- 
mittee does well to call attention to them at 
this time, and to invite the attention of the 
Democracy and of the people to the facts. 

Will the Democratic State Government, that 
is to be, pursue the same progressive, prac- 
tical, patriotic line of policy?

Tun people of South Dakota, Northern 
Nebraska, and Western Iowa are terribly 
short of fuel, and doubtless the same is true 
of the residents of North Dakota. In many 
places there is practically no coal in the hands 
of dealers, and in nearly all the supply is far 
too short for the needs of a cold winter. It is 
stated that while the railroads may have car- 
ried as much coal as usual into those States 
the stocks have been drawn on by them with 
undue freedom to furnish motive force for the 
engines that drew out the tremendous quanti- 
ties of wheat which have been shipped thence 
in the last two or three months. The conse- 
quence is a bareness of supplies that at this 
early stage in the cold séason has led to the 
seizing of coal at some points though it was 
billed to go further West. Of course the suf. 
fering in the western portion of those areas is 
likely to be all the greater if what coal is in- 
tended for them be appropriated before it 
gets into their neighborhood. Probably it is 
well for all concerned that the warning comes 
thus early in the season. The recent “ bliz- 
zard may turn out to have been a blessing 
in disguise by exposing the defect while there 
is yet time to prevent it from lasting through 
the winter. It may be expected that the man- 
ayers of the railroad lines will now bestir 
themseives to meet the demand from dealers 
Who have behind them customers for all the 
coal that can be taken there in the next few 
months, If they do not use to the utmost 
their facilities in this direction they will have 
grievously failed in a stern duty they owe to 
the residents of the areas of which the lines 
they control are the great commercial arter- 
ies. It would bea fearful thing if owmg to 
their inattention many thousands should suf- 
fer and perhaps hundreds die for want of the 
artificial warmth that is absolutely necessary 
to human comfort in the Northwest during 
the cold season.

Tue tenor and effect of the decision is that the 
act of one Legislature cannot bind the people for- 
ever; that when one Legislature gives away the 
people's property without sufficient consideration 
another 52 can take it back.

Surexy the sentence, — wt atbiaale 
silver now to suppy the demand,” must be a 
misquotation of Senator Stewart’s statement 
in regard to the silver situation. He must 
know that the great depression in the price of 
silver is in very large part due to.the fact that 
there is more of it on hand than is wanted by 
purchasers, though an artificial market for 
4,500,000 ounces each month is provided by 
the government of this country. What de- 
mand can he refer to, if correctly quoted? 
It cannot be a European demand, for the gov- 
ernments of that quarter of the globe have 
resolutely set their faces against any such in- 
crease in the use of silver as would relieve 
the glut now complained of, which is simply 
due to the fact that silver has been and is be- 
ing supplied at a greater rate than is wanted. 
It is true that some people in England have 
held a meeting and resolved that they want a 
change, some of them thinking the desired re- 
lief could be secured by a larger use of silver. 
But they cannot be too sure. about that. Cer- 
tamly if everybody else besides themselves 
were supplied more liberally with silver money 
that fact would not reduce the coinpetition by 
foreign wheat growers under which the En- 
glish farmers suffer, and it is hard to see how 
farmers in the United States could be bene- 
fited by a change that would better enable the 
Britishers to meet their competition. But, 
even if their request for more silver were 
granted, there would still be more than enough 
silver to supply the demand, Senator Stewart 
to the contrary notwithstanding. /

Tue practice by a common carrier of arbi- 
trarily determining what persons shall receive 
a so-called manufacturers’ rate for transporta- 
tion 1s a clear violation of the act to regulate 
commerce, So rules the Inter-State Commis- 
sion, and the decision is a just one.

AHLWARDT Is FOUND GUILTY. 


He Is Sentenced to Five Months in Prison 
for Slandering Loewe. 

Bertin, Dec: 9,—When the case of Rector 
Ahlwardt was called today the Public Prose- 
cutor contended that the charge of libel 
against the prisoner had been proved. There 
was no justification whatever in the charges 
made by Ahlwardt that Herf Loewe manu- 
factured defective rifles and sold them to the 
government. The Public Prosecutor closed 
his 1 demanding that the court sen- 
— Ahlwardt to eighteen months imprison- 
ment. 

Ahlwardt spoke in his own defense. He 
maintained that he had furnished confirma- 
tion of all his statements and had en Ero 8 
to, substantiate his conclusions. . ad- 
mitted that he originally wrote his pam- 
phiet for anti-Semitic purposes, but after- 
wards urged the public authorities to inquire 
into the matter. He did not mean to weaken 
the confidence of the soldiers.in their 
weapons, but he sought to induce the War 
Office to remove u rifles. he sentence 
was five months in priest. In pass- 
ing sentence om Rector hiwardt the 
Judge declared tha the rge Nhat the rifles 
were illegally st prov to be un- 
founded. The military tests of Loewo’s guns 
had given brilliant results, Ahlwardt’s nu- 
merous libels upon private N and upon 
Gunmaker Kirch were, punishable by law. If 
such men as Ahlwardt existed by hundreds 
nobody could safely venture upon the streets. 
Nothing could justify the. plea that he had 
acted for the public interest,

Pants, Dec. 9. Three members of the Pan- 
ama committee, who were sent to examine the 
books of the firm of Kohn & Reinach, report- 
ed today that they had found that during the 
first six months of 1888 Arton, the alleged go- 
between, had on several ocvasions drawn on 
the account of Baron Reinach for 1,000,000 
francs. ; 

M. Ribot, the Prime Minister, was present 
at the session of the committee today. He 
promised to act in concert with it and to as- 
sist in throwing full light upon the whole 
Panama affair. M. Bourgeois, Minister of 
Justice, was also present. He declared that 
the governmert was ready to communicate to 
the committee the judicial documents bearing 
on the Panama Canal eompany on condition 
that the members preserve such secrecy re- 

arding them as would prevent the disclosures 

rom interfering with the course of justice. 

A member of the Panama . 
committee said today: When itis consid- 
ered that we have been working in the dark, 
unaided by information from the hands of the 
government and the courts, we have done 
well in unearthing corrupt acts. We must 
new go right on and stop for nothing and no- 
body. We shall report Jan. 10, when the 
Panama Canal company's affairs come be- 
fore the courts. The judicial authoritiés can 
prosecute the guilty persons whom we will 
designate. The enemies of the republic wish 
to keep up the scandal as long as possible in 
order to influence the elections for members 
of the Chamber of Deputies next autumn. 
Possibly the Socialists will gain new seats on 
account of the scandal. 

It is rumored that M. Clemenceau is in- 
volved in the scandal. M. Herz, it is said, 
cashed Panama checks drawn in his favor. 

Forced to Indorse Reinach’s Check, 

M. Chevillard, formerly factotum to M. 
Barbe’s agent, M. Vian, declares that M. 
Barbe in_1888 took him to the Bank of France 
and compelled him to indorse and cash Baren 
Reinach’s check to the bearer for 550,000 
francs. Some months later M. Barbe showed 
M. Chevillard a letter signed M. Martin 
threatening an expdeure of M. Barbe for ac- 
cepting a bribe and compelled M. Chevillard 
to write a letter denying that he had ever 
cashed a check for M. Barbe. 

Sued M. Barbe for 320,000 Francs. 

The Panama Scandal Investigating com- 
mittee today examined Deputy Vian, who is 
manager ot the dynamite company. He testi- 
fied that after the death of M. Barbe, who is 
charged with havi received bribes, Baron 
Reinach sued his heirs for 820,000 francs, 
which he declared M. Barbe owed him.

Hence our visit here is to confer with 
the Calbpaian committee of the Democratic Na- 
tional committee, and to take such measures as 
possible to prevent any attempt at outrage that 
might be made.

INDIANA TO GET A TAMMANY TIGER. 


Colossal scheme of Chairman Taggart to 
Keep the State Democratic. 

Inpranapotis, Ind., Dec. 9.—[ Special. ]— 
Chairman Tom Taggart of the Democratic 
‘State committee is projecting a plan to or- 
ganize an Indiana Tammany Society for 
the purpose of keeping the Democracy iu 
power in the State, and perfecting a system 
whereby it will be easy to control all nom- 
inating conventions. Taggart, it appears, 
has developed into a big Democrat since the 
recent victory, and he believes that he should 
have as much say about things Democratic 
as has Gray or Turpie or any of the Cleveland 
crowd. If the new organization is formed 
it will be patterned after Tammany 
Hall of New Vork, and its ambition will 
de to become as great a factor in Indiena 
politics as Tammany isin New York. The 
idea of such an organization, it is said, had 
its origin in Indianapolis soon after the elec- 
tion. It is understood that leading Demo- 
crats throughout the State have been com- 
municated with in reference to the movement 
and have given it their hearty indorsement. 
The new organization does notdntend to in- 
terfere with the work of the. State commit- 
tee, but will act as an assistant. It is said 
that the pian willbe perfected during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 


FIGHT AGAINST THE AMENDMENT, 


Wisconsin Democrats Say It Is Illegal for 
Want of the Required Votes. 

Mapison, Wis,, Dec. 9.—I Special. Demo- 
crats throughout the State are extremely sore 
over the passage of the amendment to the 
Constitution submitted to the people at the re- 
cent election, and there is considerable talk of 
declaring the vote illegal and bringing the 
matter before the courts for aetermination. 
Although less than the required one-twentieth 
of the voters at the last election voted on the 
amendment it received over 6.000 more votes 
than were cast against it in a total of about 
15,000, but the claim of illegality is based 
upon the fact that Milwaukee did not vote upon 
the amendment, no provisien being made for 
doing so. This amendment is particularly 
obnoxious to Milwaukee, for it has the effect 
of tying the citydown co the limits of the 
smallest village in so far as the privileges of 
special legislation are concerned: The charters 
of all cities, villages, and towns in the State 
are granted by special act of the Legislature. 
By preventing the granting of any more 
charters by special act, if Milwaukee wanted 
a new charter, it would be obliged to discard 
the oid entirely. If- it was desired to issue 
bonds for any special purpose it could 
not be done. In fact the operation would 
practically put an end to all special legisla- 
tion. Of course a vigorous kick comes from 
the official State paper, for the amendment 
does away with fully a half of its income 
from the State.

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SUICIDE OF RICHARD R PAULISON. 


The Detroit Man Kills Himself in Boston 
While Suffering from Nervous Prostration. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 9.—|Special.]—R. R. 
Paulison, a wealthy Detroit capitalist, shot 
and killed himself at the Hotel Thorndike 
early this morning. The reason for the act 
is said to have.been nervous prostration, in- 
duced by excessive business cares. Mr, Paul- 
ison was interested in a numberof real estate 
deals and had offices in Detroit and New 
York. His visit here waa made for the pur- 
pose of establishing one in this city. 
He had not been well since his 
arrival, however, and bad been almost 
constantly under a physician's cars. 
Last night he retired in r health and about 
‘midnight the guests and hotel officials were 
alarmed by the report of a revolver. In a 
bathroom on the fourth floor they found Mr, 
Paulison lying in a pool of blood. A bullet 
hole in his forehead just back of the left gar 
completed the story. Mr. Paulison was ac- 
companied on the business trip here by nis 
wife, who is now prostrated by the shock, 

Detroit, Mich., Dee. 9.—[Special. }—Rich- 
ard R. Paulison, who killed himself in a Bos- 
ton hotel this moraing, was well known to De- 
troit people. He came here eight ears ago, 

two years after married Mra. H. A. — 
gett, a daughter of Alfred Russell, the well 
kuown attorney. Paulison had successfully 
carried through several land and mini 
schemes. He had nearly all the capital rai 
once to drain Lake Miranda, in Minnesota, to 
get at the famous Diggings silver mine. He 
lived well, and is supposed to have had little 
money left beyond a handsome summer home 
in Florida, The Talleyrand, Mr. Russell says 
he knows of no cause for the deed, as Paulison 
was in easy circutnstances, 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 9.—[ Special. — 
Richard R. Paulison, who committed suicide 
in Boston today, was a native of New Jersey, 
and was connected with a prominent and in- 
fluential family in his native state. In Janu- 
ary, 1889, he came here unannounced and wua- 
known. In less than a week he paid $12,000 
for Talleyrand, the former Florida home of 
Marquis Talleyrand, and immediately began 
to improve and beautify it. r. and 
Mrs. Paulison entertained lavishly at home 
and jumped at once into the social whirl in and 
about Jacksonvilie. In this. way they spent 
the winters of 1888.89 and 1890. Before their 
departure in the early summer of 1891 Pauli- 
son was badly pressed, and su uently a 
mortgage which he had given on Talley- 
rand property was foreclosed and the place 
went back into the hands of Mrs. F. A. Curtis.

WANT NO GOLD STANDARD FOR INDIA. 


Baron Herschell’s Committee Meeting with 
Opposition to Any Change. 
[ Copyrighted, 1892. by tne Associated Press. | 
Loxpox, Dec. 9.— Letters from the British 
delegates to the Brussels conference announce 
their return to England next week. They 
will not oppose whatever request the Ameri- 
can delegates may make in regard to a pro- 
longed adjournment, The official delegates, 
Sir Charles Rivers Wilson and Sir C. Free- 
mantie, Deputy Master uf the British Mint, do 
not expect the conference to be resumed after 
adjournment. Bertram Currie will decline to 
return to Brussels. In the meautime Baron 
Herschell's India Currency committee, which 
adjourned until the Brussela conference 
should have ended, has resumed ts sitting and 
is' taking evidence of experts. Several 
representatives of India finance and Mr. 
Giffen, a well know monometallist have 
been heard on successive days since 
Monday. The members of the committee 
are strongly in favor of the adoption of gold 
coinage in India and the coneurrent cessation 
of the free coinage of silver. What chiefly 
prevents an early determination of this policy 
is the uncertainty prevailing among the mem- 
bers regarding the action of the American 
Government, as the risk of paralysis of Anglo- 
India trade would bo increased ten-fold under 
the repeal or suspension of the silver pur- 
chase act. Mr, Currie is among the minor- 
ity which seems ready to risk every- 
thing by a prompt declarahon in favor of 
gold. A frum the protests of the 
Anglo- India bankers, leading single standard 
experts have advised the committee against 
such a radical change in the Indian currency. 
ndian Government also would prefer 
that the committee —— such a report to 
Parliament as would be tantamount to a rec- 
ommendation that the existing svstem be left 
untouched. On the question as to whether it 
would take measures to protect the currency 
in the event of the failure of the Brussels con- 
ference the Indian Government replied today, 
declining to give assurances on the subject. 
The reply further stated that the government 
cannot recommend the Secretary of india to 
stop the sale of council bills below the rates 
now current. 


Condition Is Extremely Critical— 
Secretary Foster Intervenes. 


Lonpon, Dec. 9.—The Baroness de Roques, 
mother of Mrs. Maybrick, says that her 
daughter is still alive, but that she is unable 
to take food. A doctor is near her day and 
night. The Home Office today refuses to give 
any information regarding Mrs. Maybrick’s 
case. It has been learned that Mr. Foster, 
the American Secretary of State, has instructed 
the American Legation here to intervene on 
behalf of Mrs. Maybrick with Lord Rose- 
bery, Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. 
Lord Rosebery declined to interfere in the 
case, saying it wes in the hands of Mr. As- 
quith, the Home Secretary.

Friends of the Murdered Woman Suspect 
a Man Who Was Recently Released 
from the Penitentiary—It Is Evident 
Robbery Was Not Intended—The Wom- 
an Was Shot At, Beaten, and Her Throat 
Cut—Several Persénus Arrested on Sus- 
picion, but All but One Are Released. 

NILS. Mich., Dec. 9. [Special. This city 
is still excited and horrified over thé brutal 
murder of Miss Mary Comeley last Wednes- 
day night, and should the perpetrator be 


caught before the passion of the people sub- 


sides it is most probable the law would be 
spared the trouble of pronouncing his punish- 
ment. Judging from the sentiment and talk 
among citizens the authorities would be 
powerless to prevent a lynching, and what 
adds to the intensity of the feeling is the im- 
possibility of findingany,motive for the crime. 

Miss Comeley was 59 years old and resided 
in this town for half a century. She lived in 
a one-story and basement frame cottage in 
the northeastern portion of the city and about 
thirty rods south from the Michigan Central 
passenger station. The cottage was in a cor- 
ner of afarm of about seventy acres which 
she owned, and stood isolated from other 
dwellings, her nearest neighbor being more 
than a block distant. She lived there entirely 
alone, with the exception that a boy went 
there to stay each night. Five years ago her 
bachelor brother, who assisted in cultivating 


the farm, died, and although her relatives 


urged her to leave the lonely place she had be- 
come so attached to the old homestead that 
sbe resisted all such entreaties. 

Just before 60’clock Wednesday evening 
Charles Johnson, engineer of the Michigan 
Central switch engine, John Etzecorn, the 
yardman, and one or two others heard a 
pistol shot in the direction of Miss Comeley’s 
house and then a series of screams and cries 
for help. Picking up their lamps they ran 
to the house and found it dark. Opening a 
basement door they were horrified to see in 
the lights of their lamps a big pool of blood. 
Stepping inside they found other pools of gore 
and a trail of biood leading to the other end 
of the room and to a door leading to a cellar 
or store@room. : 

Finding 6f the Body. 

At this poiat, half way into the cellar, they 
found the lifeless body of Miss Comeley hor- 
ribly mutilated and with the head nearly sev- 
ered from the body. A couple of the reilroad 
men started to give the alarm, while Engineer 
Johnson and another made an examination of 
the premises and the surroundings. Gutside 
of the eottage they found the footsteps of, a 
man and traces of blood, which they followed 
‘to the tracks of the South Bend division of 
the Michigan Central, and there they ended. 

Aimost the whole town turned out to hunt 
for the murderer, but he escaped. The City 
Marshal gave orders to arrest every suspect 
or unknown person, and before midnight he 
bad a dozen persons in the station. but they 
all had to be released for want of any crimi- 
nating evidence. 

An examination of the house where the 
crime was committed seems to show that the 
murderer knocked.at the basement door and 
when Miss Comeley ope it he tired at her 
head.

struggle the killing was quickly done. Engi- 
neer Johnson says he does not think it was 
more than six or seven minutes from the 
time he heard the shot and screams until he 
reached the house. 

There is one man locked up here, and al- 
though his appearance throws strong suspi- 
vion upon him the authorities do not think he 
is the murderer. He was discovered near 
Centerville, about forty miles from here, in a 
haystack with blöod on his hands and his 
clothing. When brought here Thursday 
night he gave his name as Voit, 
and says e was on his way from 
Milwaukee to East Saginaw. He accounts for 
the blood on his clothes and person by saying 
that he suffers from bleeding at the nose. 
Although decently dressed he was evidently 

beating his way along the railroads. If his 
arrival here and the blood stains had been 
more widely known it is doubeful if the Dop- 
uty Sheriff who had him in charge could have 
landed him in the jail. As it was he narrowly 
escaped the vengeance of a mob, ana after 
bemg locked up there was talk of breaking 
open the jail. Few now believe that he is 


guilty. 
Suspect an Ex- Convict. 

Nearly every one here has come to the con- 
clusion that the murderer is a man named 
George Taylor, alias Hultz, who was released 
from the penitentiary at Jackson a few days 
ago. Hultz, the name he 1s genefally known 
by, is a tough character and has lived here. 
Six or seven years ago he came Niles as a 
tramp painter, and after working at the trade 
— the summer secured a home with Miss 
€omeley and her brother in the winter. The 
next summer he also worked for them aad in 
the fall robbed Miss Comeley of $375 which 
she had in a trunk. 

He was captured in Chicago. brought back 
here, and sent to Ionia penitentiary for two 
ars and a half. After his capture he made 
| against Miss Comeley and her brother. 
After his release he returned here, stole a 
horse and buggy from Bunbury, a livery sta- 
ble keeper, went to Marion, Ind., near 
where his relatives live. He was agesin capt- 
ured and after trial here was sent to Jackson 
penitentiary for four years. The other day he 
was released and the afternoon of the murder 
was seen here near the depot by James Me- 
Cormick, a railroad brakeman. The belief is 
that he was hiding around until darkness came 
and then went to the lonely cottage and car- 
ried out his threat of years ago. 

It seems that it was not robbery that in- 
~~ the deed for no money was taken from 
the victim’s person nor is there anything else 
missing from the house. The murdered 
woman was greatly liked by all for her quiet, 
gentle disposition and her generous character.

Iowans who are in the city say they suspect it 


is true that Representative Walter I. Hayes 
wants to be Senator. Some of them declare 
it is all nonsense to assume that Uncle Hor- 
ace Boies has a mo?tgage on Senator Wilson’s 
place if the Democrats capture the Legisla- 
ture next fall. They assert that Hayes is an 
original Democrat, that he represents the one 
unalterable Democratic district in the State, 
and that he is entitled to promotion. 
They have nothng to say against 
Gov. Boies, but they think that 
with a Democratic national administra- 
tion coming into power it is time for the 
ex-Republicans to take their proper place on 
the back seat. Judge Hayes said this even- 
ing: O, there is no doubt about the next 
Legislature being Democratic, The Re- 
publicans saved themselves this year 
because it was a Presidential election 
and they managed to  obacure local 
issues. Where they were split ov prohibition 
they just said to one another, ‘Don’t let us 
talk about that now.’ And I'll be blamed if 
they didn’t succeed in not talking about it, 
But in the State campaign next fall they 
won't be able to work any such scheme on us. 
They'll have to meet the local issue and we'll 
beat them sure.”’ 

An Iowan who wants office is Representative 
„Walt Butler. Old members declare that 
Butler is more of a nuisance than was “ Cai- 
amity’’ Weller, which the same district once 
sent to Congress. Butler started in to makea 
reputation as an objector, and drew on him- 
self the maledictions of four-fifths of his fel- 
low members. Whenoever Holman wanted 
something particularly mean done he would 
whisper into Butler’s ear, and the Iowan 
would pop up and do his bidding. Now he 
wants to be General Superintendent of the rail- 
way mail service, succeeding Capt. James E. 
White. Back in Cleveland's ministration 
Butler was a Division Superintendent at St. 
Paul. It will be a hard day for the railway 
mail service if Butler ever gets to be the Gen- 
eral Superintendent, but the public will be the 
worst sufferer. Butler's colleagues who will 
be in the next Congress say they will object to 
anything he may ask. 

E. F. Cragin of Chicago is, with other mem- 
bers of the Nicaragua Canal committee, at 
the Arlington. The rest of the delegation in- 
cludes ex-Congressman Maybury of Detroit, 
Converse of Ohio, and President Odendahi of 
the New Orleans Board of Trade.

TWO HUNDRED MILLION REQUIRED. 


Soldiers’ Claims for the Dffference Between 
Paper Money and Gold, 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Dec. 9.— Special. — 
Two hundred million dollars is the amount 
that would be required to pay soldiers of the 
late war the difference between paper curren- 
cy and gold. This is the estimate recently 
made by the Second Auditor of the Treasury. 
Frequent attempts have been made to 
secure legislation to bring up this new 
class of soldiers’ claims. The appalling 
tigures presented by the Second Auditor, how- 
ever, would seem to, preclude the possibility 
of any legislation of this character ever being 
enacted. The Auditor bases his estimate on 
the muster rolls of the department, which 
show that the average strength of the army 
from Jan. 1, 1862, to April 9, 1865, was as fol- 
lows: In 1862, 700,000; 1863, 800.000; 1864, 
900,000 ; 1865, 950,000. Leaving commissioned 
officers out of the list of claimants, as pro- 
posed by some of the measures offered, 5144. 
922,000 would be required to pay the claims. 


BUSINESS DISASTERS PREDICTED. 


Mr. Dixon’s Views on Silver—Erxplanation 
of Colorado Mines Closing. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Dec. 9.—[Special.]— 
Representative Dixon of Montana does not 
take a rosy view of the situation in the silver 
producing States but predicts serious business 
disasters in consequence of the efforts made 
looking to a depression of silver. ‘Should 
silver be reduced in price to 80 cent an ounce, 
as threatened, he said, “there will be 
nothing left for some of the mines 
in our State but to shut down. 
Several corporations are not making expenses 
with silver at its present rate. Around Butte 
City more attention is being paid at this time 
co the production of copper, which is abundant 


in that part of the State, in fact our output of 


this mineral last year exceeded that of the 
mines of the same metal on Lake Superior. 
What is true of Butte, however, does not ap- 
ply to other portions of Montana where silver 
is mined exclusively, and a cessation of such 
operations means complete paralysis of busi- 
ness in every direction. 

Treasury officials attach no special sig- 
nificance to the dispatehes from Denver in re- 
ward to the panicky condition of the silver 
mining interests in Colorado. It is held that 
the recent depreciation of silver in the Lon- 
don market and the predicted failure of the 
international conference to advocate a 
more liberal use of silver as money 
can have no direct bearing on the present 
situation in Colorado for the reason that 
silver has risen in value within the last few 
days, the Treasury Department paying

MISCELLANEOUS WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Bill Prepared Appropriating $24,202,739 
for the Army. 

WASNHING TON, D. C., Dec. 9.—The House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs today completed the 
preparations of the annual bill for the mainte- 
nance of tne army, and wilt report it to the House 
so that it can be taken up next week. The bill 
makes a total appropriation of $24,202,739, or 


$86,760 less than the bills for the current fiscal } 


For pay of the army, $13,256,889 is appro- 
priated, bei 2,260 less than the amount car- 
ried by the biil for the current year. The 
appropriation for general expenses of the army 
amounts to $10,945,850, being $44,500 than the 
current law. The estimates submitted this year 
aggregated $25,922,955, so that the bill reported is 
$1,720,216 below the estimates. 
Reduction in Immigration Service. 

There will be a large teduction in the immigra- 
tion service between now and Marchi. There are 
200 persons employed in that service at present at 
an expense of $22,000 a moath. Of the entire im- 
migration force 125 are employed at Ellis Island, 
New York, and the reduction will naturally be 
greatest at that port. The services of nearly all 
the immigrant inspectors at ports on the North- 
ern and Southern frontiers will also have to be 
dispensed with. About sixty of these are booked 
for dismissal, The regular force at Philadelphia, 
Boston, Baltimore, New Orleans, and San Fran- 
cisco will be reduced about one-half, and it is 
probable that the Immigration Bureau of the 
Treasurer Department will have to be abolished 
from lack of funds. | 

Omnibus Bill for the Territories. 

A joint conference of Democratic Senators and 
Representatives will be held within a few days to 
determine the steps to be taken by the party in 
the two Houses in relation to the admission of 
New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, and Oklahoma into 
the Union.

It Is the Only Position im the National 
Guard Worth More than Glory, and 
Many Officers and Citizens Are Willing 
to Assume Its Duties—Army Officers 
Read Papers Before the Soldiers’ Con- 
vention, One Dealing with a Suppos- 
ititious Attack on Chicago. 
One position in the National Guard of IIIli- 


giory which attaches to tle rank: This soli- 
tar} place is that of Adjutant-General. It is 
worth $2,500 a year and the rank is as high as 
any in the State, for the incumbent is a Brig- 
adier-General, chief of the Governor’s staff, 
Quartermaster, and Comn.issary General. A 
number of officers who were in attendance at 
the convention of the Illinois National Guard 
Association yesterday were circulating among 
their friends and all hope to be the one to 
whom the prize will come. 

Twenty applications havé been filed with 
Gov.-elect Altgeld, but no choice has been 
made. The Governor-elect refuses to say 
what he will do in the matter and discreetly 
remained away from the sessions of the cor- 
vention. Among the people who are in line 
is Maj. McFadden of Cambridge. He is a 
Major in the Sixth Infantry and was Post- 
master of his town when Cleveland was Pres- 
ident. He claims to have a strong pull“ and 
is out for the place with a vengeance. E. R. 
Roberts of Springfield is another applicant. 
He is not a National Guardsman but has man- 
aged marching clubs in Sangamon County 
and believes himself fitted for the job and the 
salary. Maj. Taylor E. Brown of the First 


Regiment of Chicago desires the single star 


and is willing to live in Springfield, give up 
his patent law business, and devote his ener- 

ies to building up the military service of the 
State. Lieut.-Col. William Wildt, Third In- 
fantry, of Rockford, is an old Confederate 
soldier who would like to try on the uniform 
of a Brighdier-General in Illinois. Lieut.- 
Col. John Heffernan, who was formerly in 
the Third, but who now keeps a liquor store 
at Bloomington, is in the race and claims to 
be in the lead. Maj. Cabanis of Petersburg, 
formerly Democratic Postmaster, aspires to 
the job and the salary. Then comes Capt. 
Farrell of this city, commander of the Cook 
County Democratic Marehing club. His title 
ay from the same source. He is after the 
plum, . 

The man who seems to have the support of 
the officers, however, is Col. Fred Bennitt, the 
commanding officer of the Third Infantry. He 
lives in Joliet and is the man who 1s always 
called out to command the military force of 
Illinois when riots and other disorder threaten 
the peace and public security. He is willing 
to be promoted, but as yet has put in no ap- 
plication for the place. “If the Governor 
wants me to serve, said he., then he will ap- 
point me. If not I will keep on practicing law 
in Will County.”’ 

Want Army Officers as Instructors, 

When the convention assembled yesterday 
morn.ng Col. Brackett introduced a resolution 
directing the Secretary to write to Gov.-elect 
Altgeld requesting him, when inaugurated, to 
ask the Secretary of War for a detail of two 
army officers; these officers to serve with the 
State troops as instructors, one to be assigned 
to the First and the other to the SecondBrig- 
ade.

int against which the enemy would operate, 
its defenseless condition against attack, the 
smallness in numbers of the National Guard 
and the army rendering it impossible for 
those forces to protect the city against in- 
vasion. The paper throughout illustrated the 
conditions as they might exist in actual war- 
fare, and the conclusion was that Chicago, 
under present conditions, would fall an easy 
prey to an invading army. 

Preserve Peace by Preparing for War. 


In closing Capt. Brinkerhoff said: My 
purpose in presenting in a narrative form 
some of the salient features that might inevi- 
tably present themselves to the State and Na- 
tional authorities in case of war with any of 
the great powers will be accomplished if by 
that means an interest upon the subject is 
awakened. War between the United States 
and some foreign country may always, with 
reason, be regarded as one of the possibilities. 
Is is hardly probably that peace can always be 
maintained. If war should unfortunately 
overtake us under existing circumstances and 
conditions, it would find us totally unprepared 
in guns, rifles, carbines, ammunition, and 
trained men. It would find us with an im- 
perfect Pee, for which the authorized 
system of drill is totally inapplicable, and 
without means to arm and equip more thaa the 
vanguard of a modern army of respectable 
81Ze. 

„Our antagonist, doubtless, would be found 
prépared, for every foreign nation with which 
a conflict at arms with us would be likely to 
occur is ready’ with msn and ships and 
munitions of war for immediate offensive 
operations. If a war comes it will come un- 
expectedly and the conflict will be forced 
upon us witheut delay. I have endeavored to 
show how utterly unprepared we are for any 
such eniergency. Weare accustomed to rely 
largely upon the energy of our people and 
upon our boundless resources. ‘liese very 
desirable things are excellent in their — 
but they will hardly serve to make guns an 
rifles and train soldiers and sailors in time to 
meet the army and navy of the enemy if we 
wait until war is upon us. They will more 
appropriately find their field of usefulness in 
time of peace, when reasonable preparation 
ean be accomplished to meet the necessities 
of war.“

OTTUMWA HOTEL DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


Baker House Burned with Considerable 
Loss — Fires at Other Points. 

Ortumwa, Ia., Dec. 9.—{Special.|—The Baker 
House in this city was destroyed by fire this 
morning. Loss on bunding aud merchandise, 
$45,000; insurance, $25,000, distributed in sums of 
$1,500 to $4,500 in the following companies: Phe- 
nix, Franklin, Caledonian, Northwestern, Nation- 
al, Phoenix of Londoa, Sun Fire Office, Rochester 
German, with $4,000 in small amounts in other 
companies. Much of the furniture was saved. 

A local 
company announced today that it will, in the 
spring, erect a fine hotel to take the place of the 
one destroyed. 

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 9.—A fire this morning 
destroyed the building and contents Nos. 14, 15 
and 16 public landing, occupied by the Sagendorf 
Iron Koo an ugating company. A- 
though it stood between other large buildings the 
flames were kept within bounds. The whisky 
house of Frieberg & Workum was especially in 
danger, but esca The loss is estimated at 
from $75,000 to $100,000 with insurance for about 
two-thirds of the amount. The fire appears to 
have started on second floor, where no fire 
was kept. It is not known what caused it. The 
building is owned by Maj.

OBJECT TO THEPLANT. 
NORTH-SLOERS DON'T LIKE THE EDI. 
80 WORKS NEAR HO 


J. N. Jewett and George L. Dunlap Criti- 
cise the Action of the Trustees of the 
Newberry Library Fund in Leasing the 
Gronpnd—Smoke and Noise Feared—Trus- 
tee Blatchford Thinks the Contract Will 
Avold All Apprehended Treuble—What 
the Light and Power People Say. 


Residents of the North Side appear to be in- 
dignant at the trustees. of the Newberry Library 
fund for leasing the ground in the rear of the 
new library building on Oak street, between 
North Clark street and Dearborn avenue, to 
the Edison company for an electric light and 
power plant location.. They declare that the 
smoke and noise will prove a great nuisance. 
The action of the trustees has apparently 
proved unpopular among property-holders 
immediately affected, and also among those 
whose holdings are far ehough removed to se- 
cure thent against particular inconvenience, 

On the other hand come positive verbal as. 
surances from the Ed isan company that there 
will be no noise or smoke in connection with 
the plant. Upon these claims, however, the 
residents of Dearborn avenue and the imme- 
diate neighborhood are inclined to look with 
distrust, 

John N. Jewett’s Views. 

John N. Jewett, No. 412 Dearborn avenue, 
said yesterday: All such locations in cities 
like Chicago should be regulated with refer- 
ence to surrounding conditions. There is, in 
my opinion, no propriety and no necessity of 
putting an electric plant there. men who 
are in control and authorize it, whether in the 
interest of charity or the public, do not in 
this respect .commend themselves to my ap- 
proval either as promoters of a public charity 
or as citizens of Chicago. It is claimed, 
as I understand, that this plant 
will be entirely inoffensive and will 
not disturb the neighborhood. This cannot 
be true. The power necessary to operate such 
works can scarcely fall short of bemg a nui- 
sance, not only to the people in its immediate 
vicinity but also to the library adjacent to 
which it is proposed to be erected. Such a 
plant should seek a location where it would 
not disturb a residence portion of the city. 
Chicago is old enough and its districts for 
residence and business are well enough de- 
tined at the present time to induce the public 
authorities, as well as the citazens, to begin to 
consult the appropriateness of locations for 
such mechanical appliances as are necessary 
to the electric plant which the ison com- 
pany proposes to erect in the North Division. 
‘Lhe place selected is most inappropriate for 
such purposes. The authorities should pro- 
hibit the building of the works at that place. 

“That people on the North Side want 
electric lights is perhaps natural, but few of 
them want such lights at the expense of their 
neighborhood. The consent of the Newberry 
Library trustees to the location of the electric 
company’s works on the grounds of the 
library indicates a lack of appreciation that 
they are living in acity where some regard 
should be paid to the conveniences and 
necessities of a heighborhood. There 
is not one of these trustees 
who would consent to have this 
electric plant located upon the lot adjacent to 
his residence, As a matter of moral honesty 
and as a citizen of Chicago he ought not to 
consent to its location in the place desig- 
nated. 

An Old Timer Talks. 

George Dunlap, whose residence at the 
northwest corner of Oak street and Dearborn 
avenue looks upon the proposed site of the 
electric works, said: 

The residence portion of the North Side 
is invested with a certain romantic interest to 
maay of us old-timers. It was here that we 
lived before the great fire swept everything 
away, and after its destructive fury had been 
spent we returned to build new homes on the 
sites of the old. To be sure, the citizens of 
Chicago have often had to undergo the in- 
convenience of having business thrust under 
the very eaves of their homes, which 
is true in every other rapidly-grow- 
ing city. But, now that the business 
and residence districts have become so clearly 
defined, it does seem like 2 to thrust 
such an offensive plant into the very heart of 
the choicest residencb property of the North 
Side. This becomes doubly odious when one 
considers that by going two’ blocks ‘farther 
west the Edison company would have been 
able to locate itself in a strictly bus- 
iness district. Of course the trustees 
have looked into the matter sufficiently 
to know that they had a legal if not a moral 
right to take the step, How they can escape 
paying taxes on the property, which as a pub- 
lie charity is exempt, now that it is to be con- 
verted to mercantile uses is another thing, 
which has, I suppose, been thoroughly investi- 
gated. The action of the trustees, however, 
seems to me outrageous and nothing has ever 
before occurred to occasion greater indigna- 
tion amony North-Siders.”’ 

At the Marquette club protests have been 
made by members, although no action has as 
yet been taken. This will probably be de- 
terred until the February meeting, when it is 
possible that something will be done, said one 
of the members last evenmg. 

A protest has been circulated among the 
members of the Union club and already bears 
a number of signatures. 

Trustee Blatchford Explains. 

E. W. Blatchford, Trustee of the Newberry 
fund, said: 

In leasing the ground to the Edison com- 
pany the one thing particularly sought by the 
trustees was that no inconvenience should be 
occasioned the residenta and property holders 
on Dearborn avenue. We hope and believe 
that this end has been accomplished. The 
plant will have a frontage, of forty-four 
feet on Clark street, extending back 135 
feet. The block is 800 feet in depth, so that 
Dearborn avenue seems to us to be well pre- 
tected against any annoyance. The terms of 
the lease are euch that every possible pre-au- 
tion will be taken by the company to guard 
against noise and smoke. The first end will 
be accomplished by means of a different con- 
nection between the engines and dynamos 
from any that has been tried in this city. 
The method to be adopted has been 
thoroughly tested in Eastern cities and has 
given perfect satisfaction. The terms of the 
lease also provide that hard coal shall be used 
for fuel in case smoke-consuming devices do 
not prove successful when soft coals burned. 
Since this lease was made no end of objec- 
tion has been raised by residents on 
the North Side. Many of my _ dearest 
friends live in * * neighborhood, 
and I am more sorry. such a strong 
feeling exists tnan I can express. Wa be- 
lieve, however, that they will be happily dis- 
appointed in the result and that no annoyance 
whatever will be occasioned them.“ 

Mr. Gorton, Secrétary and Treasurer of the 
Edison company, said: pee 

„Mou hear ho noise now in the neighbor- 
hood of the Newberry Library, and 
you will bear no more after our 
plant is in operation. The contract provides 
also that the smoke nuisance shall be done 
away with, and we shail live up to that provis- 
ion. Our lease runs for five years. I can give 
you no idea as to the capacity of the plant, 
for that is to be determined later.“ 

Assistant Superintendent Gilchrist of the 
Edison company said, yesterday that nothing 
would e done before May 1, the 
Board of Directors having merely de- 
cided to locate a new plant at the 
ypoint in question. He intimated that 
nothing definite had as yet been decided upon 
regarding the works. 

The solicitor for the company, who has 
been canvassing the North Side for contracts 
during the last month, stated that the con- 
tracts for engines and mathinery had already 
been let b com oy and that the new 
plant . Nedasl ve a capacity for 
6,000 sixteen candle power lamps at the out- 
set. This might be increased with the de-

STATE AND RAILWAY LANDS. 


Census Office Bulletin Giving Figures on 
Credit Sales. 

Wasurnator, D. C., Dec. 9.—The Census 
Bureau today issued a bulletin giving statistics 
of State and railway lands sold on credit. The 
bulletin says: ‘ 


While the public domain is not now sold on 
credit by the United States the land that has been 
granted to States by the National Government 
and acquired by Texas by treaty and the land 
that has been given to railway companies by Con- 
gress and the States bas been sold on credit by 
States and railway companies under arrange- 
ments permitting purchasers to occupy it at once 
and entitling them to deeds upon payment of the 
final installment of the purchase price. The debt 
incurred by purchasers from ten States under 
such contracts during the ten years, 1880-1889, was 
$30,625,270 ; from fifty-eight ratirend companies in 
twenty-six States, $33,143,769; total, 8118, 769, 
039. his business was represented by 61,009 
contracts with States and 136,469 contracts with 
railway companies; total, 247,478 contracts. Un- 
der the credit sales of land made by the ten States 
during the ten years and previously. there exists 
a debt of $26,462,223. Of this $9,613,957 is owing to 
Texas, $6,409,551 to Minnesota, $3,886,047 to Ne- 
braska, $3,667,735 to Kansas, and $1,000,920 to Cali- 
fornia. Under the credit sales made by the fifty- 
six railroad companies, there survives a debt of 
$31,102,453, and the debt owing to States and rail- 
way companies under these contracts aggregates 
$57,564,656. The interest charge for one year on 
the debt owing to States amounts to $1,658,198; 
on the debt owing to railway companies, $2,165,- 
355; total, $3,423,553. 


DISTRIBUTING PUBLIC DOCUMENTS. 


Provisions of the Bill Under Discussion in 
the House. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 9. —| Special. ]— 
For the last two, days the House of Repre- 
sentatives has been engaged in discussing the 
merits of a bill which has already passed the 
Senate providing for the public printing, 
binding, and distribution of public docu- 
ments. There are four sources from which 
the same document may be sent to the same 
person, being distributed by Senators, Repre- 
sentatives, the executive departments, and 
Superinténdent of Documents of the Interior 
Department. In one instance a valuable doc- 
ment was sent by forty persons to one man. 
As the bill passed the Senate it created the of- 
fice of Superintendent of Documents, whose 
appointment should be made by the Presi- 
dent. An amendment to the Senate bill rec- 
ommends that he shall be appointed by the 
Joint Committee on Printing of the two 
Houses. A Superintendent of Documents in 
the Interior Department is to be dispensed 
with and the Clerk of the Joint Committee on 
Printing is charged with the execution of 
those duties. Appropriations for printing and 
binding made by Congress for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1891, amounted to $3,674,759, 
Congress being credited with $1,973,784 and 
the executive — $1,346,000,

They are gener- 
ated by the formation of gas caused by the 
contact of the water with the tar covered bot- 
toms and sides of the tanks. Every now and 
then, owing to vibration or some other cause, 
one of the globules of air detaches itself from 
the base of the tanks, and, like a drop of 
melted silver endowed with life, rushes up- 
ward in a bee line for the surface. In its up- 
ward course it 1s constantly changing its brill- 
iancy and looks as if its flight through the 
water was the result of invisibie wings. 

The largest tank in the aquarium is fifty-two 
feet long, ten feet 1n width, and capable of 
having seven feet depth of water. It will hold 
27,000 gallons of that element for the benefit 
of the fish. 

It has not yet been decided what kind of 
fish, or how many, will inhabit it. That will 
depend on the size of those to be captured and 
the probability of keeping them alive in the 
aquarium. Porpoises are frequently caught 
in the nets of the fishermen off the North Car- 
olina coast, and it is more than likely that live 
specimens of these members of the whale 
family will disport themselves in the big tank 
next May. Porpoises are the most playful 
fish in the sea, but they are also timid, and it 
is not unlikely that the sight of a crowd of 
persons standing around and gazing at them 
through the glass would svon scare them to

Mawhor’s Own Story. 

Mawhor testified before the Coroner’s jury 
that his wife had been taking quinine for 
tocthache. He said that Monday, the 
day before she died, he filled five or six cap- 
suls with quinine, and gave her three of them 
which seemed to afford her relief. Tuesday 
evening she was again troubled the same way, 
and she went to the capsule box, took out the 
three remaining tilled capsules, and after. 
turning them over asked if she should take 
them. He told her yes. She then said that 
there seemed to be quinine in them and asked 
her husband: If I take them will they kill 
me!?“ She finally took the three capsules, 
one at a time, and went to bed. He was just 
going to sleep when she arvused him and 
complained of feeling queer. She told him 
to get a light; that there was some- 
thing the matter; to get some water quick. 
She then said she wished she had not taken 
the quinine, and asked him if there was 
anything wrong with them. On Mawhor’s 
answering No“ she said she wished she had 
not taken the capsules and asked him if there 
was any poison in them, to which he replied 
that there could not be. 

She then said: I wish I had not taken 
that quinine; they are going to kill me; if I 
die will you take care of the children? She 
called the children, kissed them, and bade 
them good-by. Her boy was sent to Neighbor 
Harris, who came with his wife right away. 
She then began having convulsions and in 
twenty-five or thirty minutes died. Mawhor 
continuing his testimony, said that she had 
several times wished she could go to bed and 
wake up in heaven. 

Dr. Hatton said that he believed Mawhor 
was possessed of a mania for poisoning his 
wives and that he believed that all of the 
women who had died so suddenly had been 
poisoned. 

Dr. Cowger, the family physician of the 
Mawhors, was reticent about the case. His 
daughter married Robert Mawhor, the oldest 
child of William Mawhor. He said that at 
the time of the marriage of Mawhor with his 
last wife an ante-nuptial contract was drawn, 
in which it was specified that the home farm 
should be used as Mrs. Mawhor’s dower. He 
owned about 400 acres of fine land in Fremont 
County, which inciuded this home farm, 
and about 600 or more acres of 
good land in Kansas. He had deeded all of 
his land to his children except this home farm, 
retaining a life estate. Sept. 29 Mawhor and 
his wife came to Riverton and a policy was 
written on Mrs. Mawhor’s life for the sum of 
$5,000. Three thousand of this sum was to go 
to Mawhor and the remaining $2,000 was to be 
equally divided between Mrs. Mawhor's two 
children. 22 

Dr. Cowger had examined Mrs, Mawhor, 
finding her physically and mentally sound, 
and pronounced ber a g risk. It is said 
that the agent of the company at Sidney when 
applied to for this insurance by Mawhor de- 
clined to take the application because he 
knew the history of the deaths of Mawhor’s 
former wives, but an agent from Shenandoah 
was glad enough to take the application. 

Dr. Cowger said that the night he was 
called to see the late Mrs. Mawhor he arrived 
about thirty minutes after her death.

It is expected that there will not bea foot of 
available space for exhibits in the Fisheries 
Building that will not have been allotted by 
today.

These were the first replies on the formal 
application forms sent out recently. They 
were received yesterday. 

Three exhibits were received atthe Fisher- 
ies Building yesterday by Supt. William P. 
Seal of the Aquarium. They are two Indian 
fish spears and a landing net, and have come 
from Sault Ste. Marie. They are the 
first to arrive, and will be given places of 
honor accordingly. The landing net is four 
feet in diameter and has a handle twenty feet 
in length. One of the spears has a handle 
twenty-seven feet long. The spear end is 
made up of a single barbed steel, very sharp, 
and having a guard on each side of it. 

The other has three prongs, each having a 
single barb near the points, and the two out- 
side prongs have barbs half-way between the 
points and the handle. The three articles 
form the first consignment of the United 
States Fisheries Commission Exhibit. The 
Indians use the spears through the ice and 
also at other times when the fish are to be 
seen through the water. Instead of gaffs they 
use the landing or dip net to get the fish into 
the boat when angling in the rapids. They 
are experts in the use of both net and spear, 
and photographs are to be made for the Fish- 
eries Department of the World’s Fair showing 
the Indians in the act of using their various 
methods of catching fish.

The total brought into sight during 
the last seven days has been 374,664, against 400,-

marketed from Sept. 1 to date is 3,946,754, against 
5,304,572 and 4,751,400 for last year and the year 
before respectively. From this time on last year 
the amount of cotton brought into sight was 
3,730,807 bales, and year before last 3.901.127. In 
other words, after this date last year 41 29-100 per 
Sent of the crop was marketed, and the season 
before last 45 9100 per cent. The movement since 
Sept. 1 shows receipts at all United States 
rts of 2,986, ainst 3,944,287 last year and 
569,266 the year before, er and across the 
Mississippi, Ohio, and Potomac Rivers to North- 
ern mills and Canada, 427.590, against 630,501 and 
517,418.

PRIME’S WEEKLY CROP REPORT. 


Yield of Corn Disappointing—Winter Wheat 
in Fairly Good Condition. 

Dwianr, III., Dec. 9.—[{Special. ]—The mild, 
damp and foggy weather which had been the 
prevailing condition all over the territory ex- 
tending from the lakes to the Mississippi 
River has given place to cold, freezing, sea- 
sonable weather, accompanied by more or 
less snow in some localities, There has been 
no frost in the ground, plowing has been pro- 
gressing and the winter wheat has been grow- 
ing right along. There has been no interrup- 
tion in the gathering of corn, and the country 
roads have been fairly good, The movement 
of spring wheat has kept up. There is a slight 
increase in the movement of winter wheat, 
but owing to unfavorable weather conditions 
there has been no movement of new corn. 

There is a wonderful similarity between the 
general conditions of the winter wheat crop 
to-day as compared with those of a year ago 
at this time, with only this marked differ- 
ence: A year ago I reported no insects in the 
wheat, but this season, in some areas, the 
Hessian fly has caused some damage. Wheat 
is small at the top as well as at the roots, is 
in fairly good condition and has gained a lit- 
tle during the last thirty days. 

Quite a difference is noted in reports of the 
condition of the wheat, so far as the early 
sown and the late sown are concerned; the 
early sown seems to be all right, but there is 
more or leas doubt as to the general surround- 
ings of the latesown wheat, which until re- 
cently has made but little growth. 

Reports from the Pacific siope show that a 
severe rain-storm lasting six days swept over 
that territory. Uptothistime no grain t» 
amount to anything had sprouted. The 
temperature now is inoderate, and no damage 
from frost is reported. Millers aro buying 
only in small quantities. Movements of flour 
are light. Wheat shipments during November 
were not over half the usual amount. Since 
the rains farmers are showing more willing- 
ness to sell.

In North- 
ern Ohio wheat has improved considerably 
during the last two weeks, owing to 
moisture and mild weather. Farmers are not 
selling freely; contrary to their former cus- 
tom. About 50 per cent of the wheatis in 
farmers’ hands in Northwestern Ohio. 

Michigan reporta that they regard the con- 
dition of the growing crop still good and fully 
equal to if not better than a year ago. Farm- 
ers have marketed their surplus slowly and 
the reserves in farmers’. hands are consider- 
ably larger than usual. 

In Missouri the early sown wheat is report- 
ed all right and in good condition, but the 
late sown wheat is small and tender, Farm- 
ers sold freely during November, but receipts 
the present month have not been large. Miaill- 
ing trade is quiet and millers are not carrying 
as large stocks of wheat as last year. 

Kansas has had the first taste of snow the 
present week. The ground has generally 
been dry and wheat is needing moisture. The 
late sown wheat of course is weak and tender 
and is in much the same condition that it was 
last year. The conditions now, however, are 
all favorable for the crop. 

Kentucky reports that the wheat is thin and 
is not in good shape to stand the severities of 
winter. Farmers are not disposed to sell and 
the reserves are larger than usual. 


Texas Crops in Good Conditidén. 


In Texas the fall crops are going into win- 
ter quarters in good shape. There is no great 
quantity of wheat or oats’in the hands of 
farmers.

Southern Nebraska says that fully three- 
fourths of the corn is now in crib and they 
would now reduce their estimates nearly one- 
third as compared with those made before 
huski commenced. Farmers are feeding 
most of their soft corn. No contracts aro 
being made for May delivery. Scarcely any 
of the crop of 1891 is on hand. Farmers have 
been picking up hogs and at the present time 
fat hogs have been sold closely. 

Northern Illinois reports that 10 to 15 per 
cent of the corn is yetin the field. The crop 
has gone into the crib in bad condition. Near- 
ly every one now admits that the crop has 
been overestimated. There are no contracts 
being made for future delivery, and no talk 
among farmers about selling. The hog crop 
is shorter than for some years. Those who 
have hogs will feed all the 35 cent corn 
they can to $5 hogs, as they seem to think it a 
good way to dispose of poor corn at a good 
price. In Central Illinois the bulk of the 
corn has gone into crib damp, more or less 
chaffy, and loose on the cob. Hogs are scar ce. 
Not as many to feed as usual. Receipts of 
corn light at country elevators. In faot there 
is none moving. 

Indiana has finished Rm gathering corn, and 
reports the yield generally light and unsatis- 
factory. Farmers have not finished gathering 
their corn yet in Ohio. The yield is generally 
disappointing. Kansas reports hogs scarce, 
and no large movement of corn is looked fur 
during this month.

He Declares That R. C. Clowry and the 
Other Stockholders Have Threatened 

„to Sell His Shares in Certain Electric 
Patents ahd to Obstract His Efferts to 
Recover His Property—The Story of an 
Alleged Broken Agreement — Other 
News of the Courts. 


George W. La Rue of New York yesterday 
began suit in the United States Circuit Court 
against the Applegate Electric Light and 
Power company; R. C. Clowry, President; 
and John S. Palmer, Secretary. The bill sets 
forth that March 30, 1892, La Rue bought one- 
third of Applegate’s interest in his inventions 
with the understanding that he was also to 
have one-third of all subsequent inventions of 
Applegate. La Rue, Applegate, J. S. Palmer, 
and R. B. Gillies then organized the Apple- 
gate company with a capital of $1,000,000, 
La Rue, though he controlled a third of the 
patents, had only a nominal connection with 
the company, but in July he says he received 
a proposition from Applegate, Gillies, and 
others to assign his one-third in con- 
sideration of a tenth of the paid 
up stock of 10,000 shares at par 
and a salary of $500 a monthfor two years. He 
accepted the proposition, gave up a good posi- 
tion in New York, and came to Chicago, An 
agreement was made and signed, but, as the 
bill alleges, when he came to make his assign- 
ment he was told that he would receive 750 
shares instead of 1,000; and it is further al- 
leged that the agreement was otherwise vio- 
lated, and that he never received any consid- 
eration for his assignment as salary or as 
stock; that the company is insolvent; that R. 
C. Clowry aud the other stockholders have 
threatened to sell the complainant’s shares in 
the patents, and to obstruct his efforts to re- 
cover his property. He prays for an injunc- 
tion to prevent the assignment of the property 
and an accounting.

South Evanston Wants a Divoree from the 
City of Evanston. 

Matters of importance to the two south 
wards of Evanston are to be discussed ata 
public meeting of the business-men and citi- 
zens of the City of Evanston in the old Village 
Hall at South Evanston this evening. 

The question of annexation to Chicago is to 
be the subject of discussion, and a committee 
having this matter in charge has called the 
meeting.

BUSINESS OF THE CHICAGO POSTOFFICE. 


Receipts for the Year Show an Increase of 
12.4 Per Cent. 

Chicago is the second postoffice in the 
United States. ‘The receipts for the last fiscal 
year showed the highest percentage of increase 
recorded in First Assistant Postmaster-General 
Bell’s report. The total receipts of Col. Sexton’s 
office for the year ending June 30 were $3,948,- 
586, an increase of $436,469, or 12 per cent. 
New York’s increase was only $385,262, giving 
a total of $6,221,783. Philadelphia, the third 
office, with receipts of $2,573,716, showed an 
increase of only $185,511, or 7.8 per cent. 
“The figures show, said Col. Sexton, “ that, 
notwithstanding the fact that the Postmaster- 
General has been liberal, he has not kept pace 
with the business of the office, and we still 
need more mea and more room.

It was the most active 
day's trading in weeks, and the market was en- 
tirely out of the hands of the cliques which have 
heretofore manipulated it. Without exception 
every security showed strength and most of them 
marked advances. The most active trading was 
in the street railway stocks, American Straw 
Board, Diamond Match, Street’s Stable Car, and 
the Breweries, but there were scattering sales of 
nearly everything on the list that 1s ordinarily 
dealt in. 

West Chicago street railroad stock continues to 
show the greatest activity. There was wild 
scrambling for the stock at the opening, but it 
was soon found that there would be no difficalty 
in supplying all that was required. Philadelphia 
was a seller. The opening was at 215. Trading 


was rapid and in a moment’s time the stock had - 


touched 217% for the account. That proved to be 
the highest price of the day. It began to sag on 
the morning call and dropped back lower than 
the opening. It sold down to 215 for the account 
and 214 regular, a decline of one point from the 
first sale. There was renewed strength in the 
afternoon. however, and the stock was nearly as 
firm as in the morning. It advanced to 
215% regular and 21d for the account. Phil- 
adelphia has marketed much stock in the last 
two days, and has probably bought none. The 
total of Philadelphia sales is placed as high as 
2,500 shares. The breadth of the market is shown 
when it is remembered that for weeks it has hung 
in the balance, influenced almost wholly by the 
action of the Philadelphia traders. If they sold 
every one lost courage and prices went down; if 
they bought others followed in their lead and the 
market advanced. While it was openly evident 
that Philadelphia was selling yesterday and the 
day before not the least attention was pid tothe 
fact. The market took the stock and maintained 
quotations. This shows how important is the in- 
vestment sentiment which has sprang up among 
outsiders within the last few days. Brokers have, 
of course, taken some of the stock, but the mar- 
ket has been altogether too active to admit of 
any other theory than heavy public buying. 

hat the result will be must still depend large- 
ly on Philadelphia's action. It is simply out of 
the question to supposé that the public will ab- 
sorb the great accumulation of stock that Mr. 
Widener and bis friends have got together. If 
they continue to supply it freely there can be but 
one result, the buyers will be filled up and prices 
zo down. It is much more probable that Phila- 
delphia will work the market more carefully than 
that. It would seem more likely that they will 
let buyers take what they will now and after the 
first reaction is started lend support tothe mar- 
ket and buy back some of the stock they have 
sold. Their recognized broker is ex home 
today, and some think his advent will be accom- 
panied by some stock market fireworks in the 
shape of bull news or bull tactics. 

North Side stock was exceedingly strong. It 
opened just where it closed Thursday, at 270, and 
onthe saleof three fifty-share lots went to 273. 
Aa operator got in a temper over a transaction 
tnat was not recorded. to suit him and he threw 
stock on the market until he drove the price down 
to 270%, bat as soon as he stop selling it 
bobbed back again, going to 273 once more. The 
last sale was 4 below the highest point of the day. 

City railway stock shows quite as much 
strength as the othor street railways. There was 
a five-point advance yesterday, the stock selling 
up to 450, 

Rumors of sensational developments in the 
street railway situation are again rife. It is pos- 
sible that the prices have been marked up so high 
that the holders of the stocks deem it necessary 
to offer some other foundation for the high values 
than plain investment worth and earning capaci- 
ty. There is a revival of the story regarding a 
consolidation which has several times been given 
a little currency. This time it takes a new tack 
and involves the City railway and the West Side 
company. It is said that an optionon a control 
of the City railway is held by a Chicago capitalist 
who is not now identified with any of the street 
railway enterprises. The existence of such an 
option is flatly denied by those heavily interested 
in the City railway. One maytake these stories 
for what they are worth. Those who are nearest 
to the inside think they are worth little, or at 
— that is the opinion which they convey to the 
public. 

Straw Board was one of the most notable stocks 
in yesterday's trading. It not only sprung into 
sharp activity, but it made the most marked ad- 
vance of anything.on the list. The opening was 
at 83%. The stock sold up steadily all day, and 

at about the top; the highest price 
reached was 86%, and the last sale was at 96%. 
The movement was generally regarded as in- 
fluenced by sympathy with the rise in Diamond 
Match. The advance in the latter stock goes on 
without interruption. New records’ were made 
yesterday, the stock selling steadily at 162, and 
touch 162% for several transactions. A circu- 
lar will be issued to stockholders directly, which 
will set forth the proposed financial plan on 
which thé present strength is baséd. That circu- 
lar will show the immense earnings of the com- 
any, and unfold the scheme for a new stock 
ssue. It is said that a part of this is 
sue is to be in the form ofa stock dividend and 
part of it will be offered to the stockholders at 
ar.

A more plausible interpre- 
tation identities the Boyg with the Sphinx- 
Cosmos, whose riddles of fate, free-will, and 
consciousness ** puzzie the will“ end paralyze 
the intelligence of the seeker after truth. 

The task of translation presented many dif- 
ficulties. “We found,” say the translators, 
‘that the same vernacular simplicity of style 
which forbade atranslation in rhyme militated 
no less strongly against a translation in prose. 
The characteristic quality of the poet's 
achievement lay precisely in his having given 
to the most easy and natural dialogue (natural 
in expression, however fantastic in idea) new 
beauty, aptitude, and elevation by the aid of 
rhythm and rhyme. Entirely to eliminate 
these graces of form was to reduce the poem 
to prose indeed. It seemed,little better than 
casting a silver statue into the crucible and 
asking the world to divine from the ingot 
something of the sculptor's power.“ As a 
com promise—the word has an odious sound 
after one has read Peer Gynt”—they pro- 
duced, with Ibsen’s consent, a translation as 
nearly as possible in the meters of the original, 
but with the rhymes suppressed.“ Unfortu- 
nately the rhythm has often been marred in 
an attempt—following a principle of transla- 
tion which is certainly not axiomatic—to rep- 
resent the original line for line. To this prin- 
ciple,’’ say the translato ** we have adhered 
with the utmost fidelity; it is for our readers 
to decide whether our constancy was heroic 
or pedantic.” Pedantic, we should say, if the 
translators’ own protest against eliminating 
the graces of form“ is well taken. Neverthe- 
less the English rendering, always free and 
idi matic, is often very spirited and effective.

“The Principles of Ethics,” by Borden FP. 
Bowne. 

Prof. Bowne’s Principles of Ethies“ is the 
most noteworthy attempt that has yet been 
made by any American writer to harmonize 
conflicting tendencies in ethical speculation. 
The logical clashings of opposed opinions, the 
immemorial wars of words that have raged 
about the principles of human conduct re- 
sound through the pages of the treatise. There 
are stratagems of dialectic, surprises of rhet- 
oric, subtle maneuvers of argument, ettack- 
ings, defendings, onsets, retreats, in all of 
which the author evidently takes the keenest 
relish. The upshot of the matter is to encour- 
age the hope that one day the contending par- 
ties may arrive at a better mutual understand- 
ing.. The causes of these confusions are, ac- 
cording to Prof, Bowne, mainly three: The 
introduction of irrelevant psychological ques- 
tions, such as that coficerning the origin of 
our moral ideas; the desire to de- 
duce the moral life from a theory, 
instead of deducing a theory from the 
moral life, and the failure to bring our ab- 
stract theories to the test of concrete appli- 
cation. The significance of the present work 
in its endeavor to avoid those various sources 
of error consists in its vigorous exposition of 
a working system of ethics based on the union 
of principles commonly considered antago- 
nistic—intuition and experience as regards 
method, virtue and happiness as regards the 
finalend. Nothing could be better than the 
development of the antinomy in the earlier 
chapters of the book between the ethics of ob- 
ligation and the ethics of eaxdwmonism. The 
conclusion is rendered inevitable: If the 
„duty ethics“ is not content to rest in a bar- 
ren doctrine of good inte tions it leads of 
necessity to the goods ethics; if, on the 
other hand, the goods ethics will not dispense 
with universality and so require us to aban- 
don ethical philosophy altogether, it must 
lead back again to theduty ethics. The goods 
ethics and the duty ethics are,in short, ab- 
stractions. They are related very much as 
sense and conception are represented as re- 
lated in the Kantian theory of knowledge, the 
one blind, the other empty when taken alone. 
The harmony of the two is found in the view 
that the true ethical aim is not abstract virtue, 
but fuliness and richuess of life, the realiza- 
tion of a common good, the contents fof 
which, however, cannot be prescribed before- 
hand, but have to be determined by experience 
in accordance with an inborn but developing 
ideal of human worth and dignity. This is 
very much in the spirit of Aristotle. Quite 
Aristotelian, too, is the spirit in which Prof. 
Bowne discusses the practical application of 
his principles to concrete cases. Many practi- 
cal problems are theoretically indeterminate. 
They canrot be settled by the high and dry 
ead of medieval casuistry; they must be 
left to the individual, to whom the risks ana 
the rewards of action are alike factors of 
moral training. All that we can say is that 
the man of trained faculty will, in a given 
one be the one most likely to act wisely and 
w 

In general the author shows a marked free- 
dom from theological prejudice. As an illus- 
tration, take his statement (p. 179) that the 
notion of probation is artificial, “‘inapplica- 
ble to the circumstances uf human life’’ and 
is to be replaced by the wholly rationalistic 
notion of a progressive education and devel- 
opment.” At the same time, in the chapter 
on Ethies and Religion, he argues, just as 
Kant does, that while the formal principles of 
conduct are able to stand alone the inspira- 
tion to struggle for the realization of concrete 
moral ends rests on the conviction that the 
world is essentially rational and moral and 
will finally be manifested as such. It is a 
pity that a writer so broad in his sympathies 
should be found occasionally indulging in a 
vein of writing which betrays a temper sour 
and ungracious. Yet such is unfortunately 
the case. A view with which he disagrees is 
idle rant; with another, theory breaks 
down in farce ’’; to seriously consider a third 
would be undue deference to ignorant or 
unprincipled folly.”” But perhaps the strang- 
est characterization in the book is that of the 
neglect of public duties by self-styled good 

ple as humorous.“ The author's idea of 
umor is undoubtedly a grim one, for he 
calls these very people in the self-same sen- 
tence in which he finds their conduct hu- 
morous criminal accomplices in the worst 
crimes against humanity.”’ 

It has only been possible in this brief no- 
tice to call attention to a few salient features 
of a book full from beginning to end of acute 
criticiam, penetrating observation, compre- 
hensive grasp of principles, a in an 
unusual degree provocative of reflection. 
fruitful in suggestions. It is a book with 
which every student of ethics will make him- 
self acquainted as a matter of course. (New 
York: Harper & Brothers. $1.75.)

electrical stress or pressure. Another is pro- 


duced when one cloud suddenly discharges 


into another, fills itto overflowing, until the 
cloud which is struck discharges its whole 
quantity of electricity into the earth. It is 
obvious that of the two kinds of flashes the 
latter is the more difficult to guard against, 
since it strikes a low object almost as easily as 
a high one, a round ball as easily as a sharp 
point. Dr. Lodge concludes that lightning 
conductors, if properly made and placed, may 
prove an efficient protection against lightning 
strokes other than those which are classed as 
„overflow“ discharges. 

Many interesting cases of lightning strokes 
are cited and explained by Dr. Lodge. His 
work is too learned for the ordinary reader, 
but students will find it valuable. It is more 
than a treatise on lightning, it is an exposi- 
tion of the phenomena of rapidly alternating 
electric currents, and as such will prove of 
great service to students whoare familiar with 
the theories and investigations of Maxwell and 
Hertz. (New York: Macmillan & Co. $.)

The second volume of the Historical and 
Statistical Record dt the State of Illinois,“ 
by ex-Judge John Moses, who is now Secre- 
tary and Librarian of the Chicago.

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TRANS-MISSOURI LINES ADOPT A 
TEMPORARY AGREEMENT. 


Three Rate Committees to Arrange Rates 
for Nebraska, Kansas, and Colorado- 
Utah Territory—Meetings to Be Held 
Quarterly—Excessive Commissions Paid 
in Trans-Missouri Territory—Important 
Decision by the Inter-State Commission 
—Other Railway News. 

After a session ‘ef four days the General 
Freight Agents of the Trans-Missouri roads 
have reached an agreement for transaction of 
their freight business under uniform rules 
and regulations, pending the formation of a 
new Trans-Missouri Association. Since the 
Trans-Missouri Association has been dissolved 
it has become apparent that if a general rate 
war was to be prevented some sort of an ar- 
rangement or agreement would have to be 
made whereby uniform rates could be main- 
tained, as there was no immediate prospect of 
coming to an agreement as regards the pro- 
posed formation of a tonnage pool or a new 
Western Tratfic Association to cover all the 
territory between Chicago and the Rocky 
Mountains. 

The plan adopted by the trans-Missouri 
lines is an exceedingly simple one, and it is 
believed that under this arrangement rates 
will be better maintained than they were be- 
fore the Trans-Missouri Association was dis- 
solved, as the fear that the cutting of rates by 
one line will be followed at once with a cor- 
responding reduction by the other lines will 
have more of a restraining influence than 
threatened penalties would have. 

In accordance with the recommendation of 
a 1 of three, appointed last 
Wednesday, it was resolved that the territory 
west of the Missouri River be divided into 
three sections, with a rate committee for each 
—one for Nebraska, one for Kansas, and one 
for Colorado-Utah. These rate committees 
are to meet quarterly and arrange uniform 
rates, which all roads are pledged to main- 
tain. Whenever rate cutting is alleged against 
any of the roads a general meeting may be 
called at the request of one or more ro 
when the matter is to be investigated, and if 
the accused line is found guilty and refuses to 


restore rates all other lines may make corre- 


raductions in rates. A secretary is 
to be appointed, with headquarters at Kansas 
City, who —j attend all the meetings of tbe 
— committees and the general meetings and 

eep such records as may be necessary. A 
rx — is to be elected at each meeting 
from among the members.

Trans-Missouri Lines Enrich the Scalpers 
and. Ticket Agents. 

While the railroads are contending that they 
cannot afford to make reasonable reductions 
in passenger rates during the World's Fair 
period next summer, their actions do not 
prove that they are sincere in their statements. 
If there was as little money in the passenger 
traffic as they profess they would certainly 
desist from paying such excessive commis- 
sions to ticket agents and scalpers as is now 
being done west of the Missouri River. It 1s 
understood that all the Trans-Missouri lines 
are now paying as large commissions as they 
find necessary to secure the business. The 
blame for the trouble is claimed to be due to 
the fight between the Union Pacific and its 
competitors, the latter refusing to honor the 
former’s round-tnp tickets. The Union Pacific 
is charged with paymg a commission of 85 

passenger from the Missouri River to 
Goldeado points. The agreed commission 
es was $1 for tech ticket on such busi- 


on the other hand, the Union Pacific claims 
that its competitors are responsible for the 
commissions now bemg paid. On 
Puget Sound business the commissions paid 
are still larger than on the Missouri River- 
Colorado business. The money paid out for 
commissions 1s just so much money wasted. 
If the amount of money that is being 2 out 
for commissions were given directly to 
public by reducing the rates, the business of 
the roads would be so stimulated as to double 
their e they would earn much 
more mone they now do. 


ORDERED TO REDUCE RATES. 


Important Decision by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission. 

Ww Grox, D. C., Dec. 9.—The Inter-State 

Commerce Commission today announced its 


„decision in the case of the Potter Manufact- 


uring company against the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk railway company, the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé railway company, and the South- 
ern Pacific company. The opinion is by Com- 
missioner Clements. The complaint was pre- 
ferred by a manufacturer of furniture at Lan- 
sing, Mich., and was in substance that the 
rate charged by the defendant railway com- 
panies on cheap bedroom furniture shipped by 
the complainant over their lines in an unfin- 
ished condition was the same as that on bed- 
room sets when finished, which adjustment of 
rates it was contended effected an unjust dis- 
crimination against the complainant, The 
commission sustain the contention and find 
that equal rates on the unfinished as on the 
finished articles cannot oe justified, consider- 
img their relative value, the cost of service, 
and other elements which are proper to be 
considered in the making of rates. The order 

the commission is that the rate on unfin- 
ished bedroom sets shall not exceed 85 per 
cent of the rate on finished sets.

ENJOINED BY JUSTICE LAMAR, 


Stay of Proceedings Ordered in the Houston 
and Texas Central Case. 
Wasurtneror, D. C., Dec. 9.—Justice Lamar 
ot the United States Supreme Court today is- 
sued an order to operate as a stay of proceed- 
ings in the matter of the delivery of control of 
the Houston and Texas Central railway to the 
officers of the reorganized company, the road 
at present being in the hands of a receiver. 
The order was issued on the petition of David 
Gerber and Russel Landate, representing the 
minority stockholders, and is simply for the 
purpose of keeping affairs in their present 
status until an appeal can be taken and a final 
decision rendered. A number of grounds for 
asking this action were set forth in the peti- 
tion, one of which was that the District Court 
had no 2 to order the sale of the 
progeny. — to the higher court is 
on — Justice Lamar said 
this —— that he had issued an order to 
act as a supersedeas because he thought that 
while the appeal was pending the sale of the 
road ought not to be consummated. The Judge 
said that his order would remain in force 
until the appeal was taken in the case and de- 
cided, and would not come up immediately 
unless the other side should come into court 
with an interlocutory motion asking that the 
order be set aside. Justice Lamar did not 
make the order in the Supreme Court, but in 
chambers in his capacity as Justice of the Su- 
preme assigned to the fifth circuit.

Thecloths were all of the finest satin 
damask. and each was embroidered in some 
conventional design with golden yellow silk 
Tall vases of chrysanthemums were placed 
upon each table and bunches of them were 
tied with ribbon and laid upon the cloth.

% Show me a girl’s room and I'll tell you 
what manner of woman she is,“ is an old saw 
in the woman’s book of character study, and 
the other day, when ushered into a room un- 
like any other in the universe, it needed no 
oracle to announce to a writer in the New 
York Sun that it was the nest of ladybird 
with ideas and originality, a happy faculty of 
making the best of things, ana an artist by 
instinct if not by profession.

LUCK IN MARRIAGE. 


CURIOUS SUPERSTITIONS THAT PRE. 
VAILED MANY YEARS AGO. 


Unique Ceremonies That Are Still in Vogue 
in Certain Parts of the Old World—How 
the Famous Border Thief, Scott of Har- 
den, Found His Wife—A Queer Way of 
Ridding Oneself of Debt—Days of the 
Year Upon Which It Is Unadvisable to 
Be Married. 

In England there existed, even so late as the 
eighteenth century, a superstitious belief that 
a man condemned to be hanged could escape 
that undesirable fate provided some compas- 
sionate woman came forward at the foot of 
the gallows and expressed her willingness to 
marry him. 

The belief is placed by Barrington in the 
category of legal vulgar errors; but nong 
che less was it regarded by the people as 
valid—as an unwritten law, in fact—and 
was frequently enough acted upon. Some- 
thing similar was not unknown in France 
and Italy up to quite a recent date, and 
Manningham, the lawyer, who lived at the 
beginnmg of the seventeenth century, and 
whose diary has been published by the Cam- 
den Society, tells us, after quoting some in- 
stances, that in our country, if a woman will 
beg a condemned person for her husband, she 
must come in her smock only, and a white 
wand in her hand.“ 

Among the Roxburghe ballads is one dating 
from Mannmgbam’s time, which sets forth 
how a merchant of Chichester killed a Ger- 
man at Emden town, and how, after he had 
made his dying speech on the scaffold, no less 
than ten goodly maidens” begged for his 
hand and his life. 

This is our law!’ quoth they. 
Moe may your death remove 
if you. in lieu of our good will, 
ill grant to us your love.“ 

This merchant was a fastidious ‘personage, 
however; perhaps wide experience had made 
him an epicure; certainly no one of the 
maidens was “‘ goodly ’’ enough for his taste, 
and he quietly asked the executioner to per- 
form his office. 

Then an eleventh damsel intervened, and by 
the combined force of her charms and elo- 
quence made the merchant relent and accept 
her kind offer; so 

Hand in hand they went 
Unto the church that day; 
And they were married presently 
In sumptuous rich array. 


The famous border thief, Scott of Harden, 


emarried his wife as an alternative from the 


gallows. He had lifted the cattle of Murray 
of Blibank, and had been trapped and driven, 
with his followers and the stolen animals, 
back to Blibank Castle. 

Marriage or the Gallows, 

Murray told his wife that Scott would not 
escape him that time—that now he was caught 
he should hang high upon the gallows tree, 
when Mrs. Murray deferentially suggested 
that it would be a pity to hang so winsome a 
fellow when they had three such sorry giris 
pining in single blessedness at home. 

Murray caught at the idea, sent for Meg o' 
the Mouth, the ugliest and eldest of his three 
daughters, and presented her to the astonished 
prisoner with the request that he would choose 
between the lady and a certain high tree 
which he pointed out. 

Scott swore vehemently, and finally refused 
to have her at any price; and it was not until 
he felt the noose tightening round his neck 
that he gave in, married the elderly, ugly 
daughter, and returned to Harden a sadder 
and wiser man,to curse that unlucky, raid 
that had brought him sucha Nemesis, says 
the London Graphic. 

Another curious belief in connection with 
marriage was that if a woman lacked modesty 
as well as money she might throw off ‘ber 
debts with her dress, and by going to church 
in one garment only make her creditors 
shift for their dues, much as though law were 
like the lion in the ** Faery Queen, and lost 
all fierceness before an unclad Una. 

In the records of the Fleet marriages this 
kind of thing is commonly met with, so com- 
monly, indeed, that one ceases even to smile 
on reading ofa beauty unadorned skipping 
across Ludgate Hill to change her name and 
begin her life anew by the aid of a rascally 
Fleet parson. 

In the parish register of Chiltern All Saints, 
Wiltshire, there is an entry recording the nup- 
tials, Oct. 17, 1714, of John Bridmore and 
Anne Sellwood, and to it this note is ap- 
pended: ** The aforesaid Anne Sellwood was 
married in her shift, without’ any clothes or 
headgear on. 

Ten years later a similar scene was enacted 
at Ulcombe, in Kent. Kalm, in his Travels 
in North America” (1747), tells of a poor 
widow whose husband, a settler, had left her 
nothing but debts and what she stood in, and 
who, upon marrying a second time, went to 
church in her chemise, thereby relieving her 
self and her new partner from all past liabil- 
ities of hers, and Kalm in inentionmmg the fact 
adds that such spectacles were often witnessed 
in the colonies. 

In 1766 a Whitehaven woman effected an 
improvement in this primitive mode of pro- 
cedure by updressing herself to her under- 
most garment for the ceremony, ana by going 
to and returning from church as became a 
strictly proper woman. So late as the year 
1840, we are told by a correspondent of Notes 
and Queries, a Lincolnshire curate . officiated 
at a wedding where the heroine of the occa- 
sion stood before him enveloped in a sheet. 

Quaint Superstitions. 

In Lindisfarne the dymy fire of a very old 
superstition’is still fanned into a flame now 
and then by the ceremony known as the be. 
striding of the Pelting-stone. This is the 
socket-stone of a ponderous cross erected by 
the Saxon.Bishop Ethelwald, and broken to 
pieces by the Danes on one of their early pirat- 
ical expeditions against the northern English. 

Whenever a marriage takes place at the 
village church the bride steps up on the 
Pelting-stone, and if she cannot stride froin 
one end to the other she knows that her matri- 
monial venture will result unhappily. Sucha 
fancied foreknowledge as this is likely to— 
and, no doubt, very often does—work out its 
own fulfillment, as in the case of the widow of 
Sir Walter Long of Draycott. 

This gentlewoman promised her husband 
on his death that on no account would she 
think of marrying again, but having, like the 
majority of us, a convenient memory, clean 
forgot the promise she had given when Sir 
Stephen Fox came a-wooing. 

Sir Stephen Fox led her to the altar and led 
her home again, when, on returning to the 
drawing-room of her house, the picture of Sir 
Waiter fellon her shoulder and broke in the 
fall, an extraordinary warning which the 
newly-made Lady Fox, absoiutely ignorant, 
no doubt, of the laws of causation, took as a 
supernatural warning that her promise-break- 
ing would be avenged and her second mar- 
riage prove an unfortunate one, and she her- 
self made it so by dwelling constantly upon 
the incident and the deathbed scene which it 
cailed to mind. 

In Chambers’ “ Book of Days” there is 
quoted a manuscript of the fifteenth century 
from which it appears there are thirty-two 
days in the year upon which it is unadvisable 
to go to church to be joined in holy matri- 
mony, the particular days being these: Jan. 1, 
2, 4, 5, 7, 10, 15; Feb. 6, 7, 18; March 1, 6, 8; 
April 6, 11; May 5, 6, 7; June 7, 15; July 5, 19; 
Aug. 15, 19; Sept. 6,7; Oct. 6; Nov. 15, 16; 
and Dec. 15, 16, 17. 

As for the day of the week, other things be- 
ing equal, the old rhyme tells us—omiitting 
Sunday as a day of invariable good luck: 

Monday for wealth ; 
Tuesday for health: 
Wednesday the best day of all; 
Tharsday for crosses ; 
Friday for losses; 
Saturday no luck at all. 

As for the months June is the favorite, 
though May, which was once studiously avoid- 
ed, comes now not very far behind it—a 
fact placed beyond dispute by the latest re- 
turn of the Registrar-General. 

Jeaffreson (“Brides and Bridals’’) is dis- 
posed to refer the evil reputation which at the 
time marked martia celebrated in May to 
the absolute rule of the church in forbidding 
weddings between Rogation and Whitsunday ; 
but this can hardly be, since the notion of un- 
luckiness dates back at least eighteen centu- 
ries and up to Ovid's day, for there is an allu- 
sion in that poet’s “ Fasti’’ to the fact. 

ne To Insure Good Luck. 

re are many ways of insuring good fort- 
une, one of them being by throwing an old slip- 
per after the happy pair. This slipper was 
originally not thrown for luck only but was a 
symbol of renunciation of dommion and au- 
thority over the woman by her father or 


guardian, and the recei 6 
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; then the unmarried women range 
themselves in one line and the lors range 
themselves in another. An old shoe is thrown 
as far as the thrower’s strength permits, and 
the women race after it, the winner being re- 
whrded by the assurance that will be mar- 
ried before any of her rivals. She next throws 
the shoe among the men, and the one who is 
hit lays the same flattering unction to hissoul. 
In Germany it used to be the rule for the 
bride, as she was about to be taken to her 
bower, to take off her shoe, and throw it

In Yorkshire, after the slipper has been 
thrown and the couple have gone, a kettle of

MAKING SWEETS FOR CHRISTMAS. 


Recipes for Bonbons That Are Superior to 
the Best French Confections. 

The word bonbon originates from doubling 
the adjective, meanmg good. For home- 
made bon bonus confectioners’. sugar is used to 
make the foundation or fondant. To one 
pint of sugar add ascant pint of cold water. 
Put in a porcelain-lined kettle or new tin pan, 
set on the back of the range until the sugar is 
dissolved and add one-fourth teaspoonful of 
cream tastar. Shake it, if you wish, but never 
put a spoon in or stir the liquid while cooling. 
When the sugar is melted set it over the 
tire where it will cook slowly. In fifteen 
minutes drop some in ice-cold water; if 
sufficiently cooked it will form in a soft ball. 
When it is cooked just right you can take it 
between your fingers and work it easily; it 
should not be sticky; if it is, it is not cooked 


enough; the cooking requires nearly half an 
hour, but it must not be cooked too much. 


and while it is quite warm begin to stir and 
work with a wooden paddle or spoon until it 
is creamy. Much beating is required and you 
will find’ it hard work. As soon as it is cool 
enough take out part and work with the 
hands. When beating with the paddle add 
vanilla enough to flavor, directs the New York 
World. 

Have prepared English walnuts, almonds, 
dates with the seeds taken out, figs cut in 
halves, some chopped figs with hickory nut 
meats, chopped almonds, some unsweetened 
chocolate, grated, and a box of desiccated co- 
coanut. The fondant must be worked quick- 
ly while it is warm, and not handled too 
much. Take small,pieces and work in shape, 
press half a walnut on either side, or on one 
side, 1f you prefer. Cut a slit on one side of 
each date, taking out the stone; have a piece 
of fondant, sprinkle a little corn-starch on 
the molding-board, roll the fondant into a 
long piece the size of a pipe-stem, 
cut off short pieces and put in the 
dates. Melt some fondant and add a 
few drops of eochineal to part of 
it, which makes it a beautiful pink; dip the 
figs, cut in halves, in the white ; when the pink 
is cool with the hands make little oval pieces 
and insert blanched almonds. Make some 
pink and some white. Mix chopped hickory 


nuts with some white fondant, knead together 
and form in a roll; brush with white of an 


egg and dry, then dip in warm pink fondant. 
When dry on the outside slice in thin pieces. 

To make cccoanut balls, knead some desic- 

cated cocoanut into the fondant, make into 
balls and set away to cool. With a brush 
moisten the outside with the beaten white of 
an egg, then sprinkle desiccated or 
grated cocoanut over them. 
For chocolate balls make small balls of 
white fondant, and lay on a greased plate tc 
cool; put some gr chocolate in a dish in 
a pau of hot water to melt; if too thick ada 
half teaspoonful of butter to thin it, but never 
add water. Put the fondant balis, one ata 
time, in the chocolate, turning them over so as 
to coat them well; a hat pin or wooden tooth- 
pick can be used to take them out. Set away 
to harden. 

The French candied fruits are often used in 
making these candies. Pineapple can be cut 
in tiny bits and pressed into the fondant, then 
made into any bene and di in chocolate. 
These can be packed in pound or pound 
boxes, with paper between the layers.

DINNER IS AN OLD INSTITUTION, 


It Has Always Enjoyed the Distinction of 
Being the Chief Meal. 
It is believed by some that the word dinner 
springs from a corruption of the word dix- 
heures,” indicating the time at which, in the 
old Norman days, this meal was taken. The 
mere idea of having dinner at the barbarous 
hour of 10 0’clock in the morning would in 
all probability send a modern chef into a fit, 
yet it was at this early time that persons of 
quality, both in England and France, par- 
took of the meal. Froissart mentions wait- 
ing upon the Duke of Lancaster at 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon, after he had supped, and 
during the reign of Francis I. and Louis XII. 
of France fashionable people dined at 10:30 
and supped at the latest at 6 o’clock in the 
evening. From a Northumberland household 
book bearing date 1512 one learns! that the 
family rose at 6 o’clock, breakfasted at 7, 
dined at 10, supped at 4, and shut the gates at 


° > = 
uis XIV. did not dine till 12, while his 
contemporaries, Cromwell and Charles II., 
took the meal at 1. In 1700 the hour was ad- 
vanced to 2, and in 1751 the Duchess of Somer- 
set’s dinner time was 3. In 1760 Cowper 
speake of 4 o’clock as the then fashionable 
time. After the battle of Waterloo 6 p. m. was 
the time at which the beau monde took their 
substantial meal, while at the present day 
many of the nobility do not dine until 8 or 9, 
The Romans in the time of Cicero and Au- 
gustus took breakfast from 3 to 4 in the 
morning, a Inncheon at 12 or 1, and at about 
3 o’clock the coena or principal meal of the 
day, corresponding with our dinner. A Ro- 
man dinner at the house of a wealthy man 
consisted chiefly of three courses. All sorts 
of stimulants to the appetite were first served 
up and eggs were indispensable to the first 
course. Among the various dishes we may 
instance the guinea hen, pheasant, nightin- 
gale, and the thrush as birds most in repute. 
The Roman gourmands held peacocks in 
— estimation, especially their tongues. 
acrobius states y were first eaten 
by Hortensius, the orator, and acquired such 
repute that a single peacock was sold at fifty 
denarii, the denarius being equal to about 
17 cents of our money.
